WINNER MADE NEW RECORD. 


The race marked a superb performance 
for the winner, who made the fastest time 
in which the famous mile and a quar- 
ter has ever been covered, his time be- 
ing 2:052-5. The fractional time of the 
race was: First quarter, 0:25; three-eighths 
‘of a mile, 0:37 2-5; half a mile, 0:50; five 
furlongs, 1:02 2-5; three-quarters of a nile, 
1:142-5; seven furlongs, 1:27 2-5; mile, 
1:40 1-5. 

The performance of the winner stands 
out as all the more brilliant in the fact that 
Irish Lad practically made all his cwn 
‘running, and, though challenged in having 
to carry his pace against an older horse in 
the receipt of considerable weight, lasted 


out to stall off the final challenge of so 
ae a mare as Gunfire. The value of 
the race was $15,100. Both William C. Whit- 
Mey and his son, Harry Payne Whitney, 
‘witnessed the victory of Irish Lad, and, 
though defeated, Mr. Whitney, Sr., was as 
gnuch delighted as his son, albeit surprised 
mt the success of the three-year-old whom 
neither the owners nor the trainers thought 
was up to such a hard race. Trainer J. Wy. 
Rogers was as surprised as was Mr, Whit- 
ney, Sr., at the result of the race, for he, 
too, believed that he had not done quite 
enough with Irish Lad, and had confidently 
expected Gunfire to be returned the winner. 

"Neil, the jockey, who rode Irish Lad, 
etated after the race that he himseif had 
not anticipated the victory of the kind as 
his orders were to wait with the colt, and 
he had only gone on and made running 
after he found that he was so well away 
‘that he could not help racing in front. 
Even then, as O'Neil admitted, he would 
have been content to drop back and let 
some other horse take the pacemaking task, 
but Irish Lad ran so free and strong that 
he had to let him go on and in the result 
‘win without a stroke of the whip.

President Roosevelt Tells Blackfoot 


Braves That They Will Get Ab- 
solute Equality. 


POCATELLO, Idaho, May 28.—President 
Roosevelt re-entered Idaho this morning 
and received a warm welcome here. He 
was met several miles outside of the town 
by a band of Indians from the Blackfoot 
Reservation who raced alongside the train 


into Pocatello. 

There were 8,000 persons at the station 
to greet the President, who was met by a 
committee headed by Gov. Morrison and 
including United States Senator W. B. 
Heyburn and National Committeeman D. 
W. Stanrod. The escort to and from the 
Pocatello station and the stand from which 
he spoke was composed of Kimball Lodge, 
Brotherhood of Lecomotive Firemen, of 
which order President Roosevelt is an 
honorary member; the Grand Army of the 
Republic,’ Philippine veterans, and a squad 
of cavalrymen. 

This being a railroad town, President 
Roosevelt took occasion to pay the rail- 
rcad men present a high compliment for 
their vigilance and skill. Referring to the 
presence of men on horseback from the 
Indian reservation, the President said: 

‘“‘T am glad to learn that many of the 
Indians under your care are traveling along 
the white man’s road, and beginning not 
only to send their children to school, but 
to own cattle and property. The only out- 
come of the Indian question of this coun- 
try is to gradually develop the Indian into 
a property-owning, law-abiding, hard- 
working, educated citizens; in other words, 
to train him to travel the path that we are 
all trying to travel, and I congratulate you 
upon the progress that you have made. 
When he is traveling that path and when 
he is doing his duty, he is entitled and he 
shall receive exactly as square a deal as 
any one else. [Applause.]}

for aught else, is for treating each man on 
his worth as a man.”

CONSTITUTION LOSES 
HER TOPMAST IN RAGE 


Reliance Defeats Columbia by 
More Than Eight Minutes. 


Belmont Yacht Aimost Abreast of Re- 
liance When Obliged to Retire— 
New Topmast Ready at Bristol. 


If anybody ever doubted that 1ll-fortune 
had claimed Constitution for her own that 
doubt was dispelled yesterday when that 
unlucky yacht met Rellance and Columbia 
in the fourth race of the Glen Cove series. 
There was a good nine-knot breeze blowing 
when the racers started on the eleven-mile 
reach for the first mark, and when the buoy 
was two miles away, Constitution was al- 
most abreast of Reliance and in the weather 
berth. It was then that her evil genius as- 
serted itself. A twenty-knot puff came out 
of Huntington Harbor and dhught the Con- 
stitution first. The sudden strain proved 
too much for her upper starboard topmast 
spreader, and when it gave way, the top- 
mast, deprived of its support, snapped off 
two-thirds of its length from the top, the 
broken spar and the big clubtopsall tumbling 
in a heap to leeward. Thus when the Bel- 
mont boat was on practically even terms 
with Reliance, with the windward berth, 
and with prospects of the same favorable 
conditions under which she made so excel- 
lent a showing on Tuesday, she was 
obliged to retire from the battle. 

Reliance and Columbia were left to finish 
the race, but Columbia, outsailed on the 
first leg, was never in it. The lead which 
the new yacht had at the first mark was 
slightly increased on the second leg, and 
more was added on the close reach home, 


and altogether Reliance beat Columbia by 
8 minutes and 27 seconds. The elapsed 
times for the twenty-five-mile triangle are:

The race furnished additional proof of 
the fact that in reaching, under the condi- 
tions which usually prevail on Long Island 
Sound, Reliance is anything up to a half 
minute a mile faster than the conqueror of 
Shamrock I. and Shamrock II. The con- 
test also turnished additicnal and convinc- 
ing proof that Long Island Sound is totally 
unsulted as a trial ground for the big 
yachts’ As were the three previous races, 
yesterday’s was also a test of reaching 
only. The breeze was southwesterly at the 
start, and had it held its direction, the last 
leg would have been @ beat home. A 
southerly shift, however, destroyed the 
piospects of seeing Reliance try her_mettle 
against Columbia in a etyle of going in 
which the old boat has often proved her 
prowess, and both yachts were able to 
tetch the finish line on a close reach. 


FINE BREEZE FOR THE RACE. 


The breeze was the best that the yachts 
bave had so far, and the time shows that 
they covered the cuurse at an approximate 
rate of eleven miles an hour, while Re- 
liance's gain over Columbia for the whole 
course averaged twenty seconds a mile. 
The new yacht made her greatest gain over 
Columbia on the first leg, which she cov- 
ered in 4 minutes and 55 seconds less time 


than did the old boat. Relance’s gain on 
the short three-mile leg was only 25 sec- 
onds, buttin the close reach home she did 
3 minutes and 7 seconds better than Co- 
lumbia. 

On this reach the Reliance inted full 
as high as Columbia. Under the 12-knot 
breeze she heeled over considerably more 
than the older yacht, and her lee rail was 
under for the greater part of the time. 
But while she felt the breeze more readily 
than Gid her rivals, she held her salling 
line stiffly. On the first leg the Reliance 
was between Constitution and Columbia, 
and when the breeze held at nine or ten 
knots she was heeled perceptibly more than 
either. When the strong puffs came, how- 
ever, she wag less affected than her rivals 
and while the puffs lasted she stood 
straightest of all three. When the wind on 
the last leg shifted to southeast it kicked 
up a little chop on the Sound, but apparent- 
ly neither yacht was bothered by it, slip- 
ping over it with little more than the usual 

uss, 

Columbia, too, was not without her litt) 
misfortune, At 1 o'clock, when standing 
for the first mark, the tack of her jib top- 
sail parted and the sail shot up the stay 
bunching at the top. It was soon secured. 
but it was, fully three minutes before the 
sail was sheeted home and drawing full. 

After the accident to Constitution the 
yacht was headed inshore while the wreck- 
age Was cleared away. Mr. Belmont 
through @ megaphone, said that he had a 
new topmast at Bristol, but that it was 
not probable that it could be put aboard in 
time for the race to-morrow, although every 
effort will be made to have the yacht 
ready. Mr. Belmont's launch Scout went 
alongside and taking off Constitution's 
owner and Capt. Rhodes headed for City 
Island, where arrangements will be made 
ior the necessary repairs. The yacht then 
made for her anchorage at Glen Cove, and 
on her way crossed the finish line of the 
race off Mattinnecock Point about 10 min- 
utes after Columbia. 

Among the steam yachts that followed 
the racers over the course were J, Rogers 
Maxwell's Celt, E, C, Benedict's Oneida 
the new Aria, owned by David H. Blake of 
Bangor, Commodore Frederick G. Bourne's 
Delaware, Walter Jennings’s Tuscarora

Klyn's Nylked, and R. A. ©. Smith’s Pri- 
vateer, which her owner has loaned to the 
New York Yacht Club Regatta Committee 
for the Glen Cove and Sandy Hook races, 


YACHTS AT STARTING LINE. 


A freshening breeze from the southwest 
was sweeping over the Long Island hills 
and making suggestions of white caps upon 
the ruffled waters, when a signal was set 
on the committee boat indicating that the 
twenty-five-mile course, designated as 


Course No. 3, would be sailed. It was then 
11:50. The preparatory signal was fixed for 
12, the starting signal for 12:15. 

The Columbia and Constitution with 
booms broad off on the port hand were 
coming down to the Hine trom Glen Cove 
Harbor, the former more than half a mile 
in the lead. At the same time the Reliance 
was to the eastward of the line. When 
the Constitution arrived at the jine Capt. 
Rhodes sought the company of the Relj- 
auce, They came together above the line 
close to the committee boat and hauled up 
sharp on the wind, the Constitution on the 
Reliance’s weather quarter. This move 
was the pens of an exciting struggle 
for the best position at the start. First 
the Constitution forereached on her rival 
and led the way southward toward the 
Long Island shore. Swinging round the 
mark, they went to the westward, then 
turned and ran down to the line, wore 
around, and went off to the westward again. 
About three minutes before the time for 
the signal they both wore and headed for 
the line, the Reliance leading. The Consti- 
tution, however, was too close on his heels 
to suit the’ fancy of Capt. Barr. He threw 
down his helm and went about. - Capt. 
Rhodes, i: stead of row his exam Se. 
wore ship and again planted the Constitu- 
tion on the weather quarter of his enemy. 
Just then boomed the gun that signaled 
the start. Barr luffed, and so did Rhodes. 
It looked as if they were making a race for 
Mattinnecock Point. At last Barr, who was 
forced close to the mark at the southern 
end of the line, had to bear away. He 
broke out his intermediate jibtopsaill and 
crossed. Rhodes crossed close on his heels 
and broke out a balloon jibtopsail. The 
result of the encounter was decidedly in 
favor of Rhodes. 

Meanwhile the Columbia had kept away 
by herself, standing first to the eastward 
and then to the westward of the committee: 
boat. Just before the starting signal she 
took down her working staysail and re- 
placed it with-a balloon. At the flash of 
the gun she was near the committee boat 
at the lee end of.the line. She had a bi 
reaching jibtopsail up in stops, and tha 
and the balloon staysail were broken out 
as she was headed for the line. She went 
over and laid a straight course for the 
mark, although it seemed that it would 
have been better policy to take a position 
well to the windward. Following ure the 
time and order of the start:

The wind being about southwest by south, 
the committee selected the long triangle of 
twenty-five miles in the hope of giving the

mark off Baton’s Point, the second leg 
northwesterly across the Sound three miles 
to a mark near Budd’s Reef. while the last

nee and the Constitution once put up 
a beautiful race. They broken out 
their jibtopsails while crossing the line 
within flycasting distance of each other. At 
first the Reliance drew a little ahead, but 
once the balloon of the Constitution began 
to draw well the yachts sailed on pretty 
even terms. For about nine miles ther. 
was very little change of sition, thoug 
when sheets were eased a le off Centre.

The Columbia having started well ahead 
would save had the course all to herself 
had she been on the ht side.of the line. 
But she was too far to leeward to admit of 
eusing sheets, and before Centre Island, 
five miles from the start, was abeam both 
the other yeckts had passed her. 
The yachts soon left the press tug far 
behind, and the experts were obliged to 
uess as to which of the leaders was gain- 
ng or losing, but it was left to an accident 
to decide what would probably have been 
one of the most exciting reaching races. 
ever witnessed, Out of Huntington Harbor’ 
came a vicious puff that found a weak 
spot in the Constitution’s rigging. Her 
upper starboard spreader gave way and her 
topmast and towering clubtopsail went over 
ina heap, The unlucky boat was out of the 
race just as the first mark was in plain 
sight, and it was a matter of seconds be- 
tween her and her more fortunate rival. 
Capt. Barr took a warning from his ad- 
versary's mishap. The Columbia was too 
far astern to give him any uneasiness, so 
he promptly doused his intermediate jib- 
topsail and set a smaller piece of canvas in 


its place, The first mark was turned thus:

The wind had also freshened to about 12 
knots, and was a up a moderate 
chop, on which was displayed here and 
there a white cap. There could no longer 
be any question that so far as the result 
was concerned the race was already over. 
The only element of interest left in it was 
whether the old boat could make a gain 
under existing conditions. She gained rap- 
idly on the press tug, and that fact gave 
rise to suppositions that she was gaining 
on the Reliance, but such was not the case. 
The latter gained wee though not 80 
much as on the easy reach of the first leg.

GOUROCK, Scotland, May 28.—Sir Thom- 
as Lipton’s flotilla, consisting of the Sham- 
rock III., the Shamrock I., the steam yacht 
Erin, and the ocean tug Cruiser, whose 
combined crewg number 170 men, sailed 
hence for Sandy Hook at 1 o'clock this aft- 
ernoon, Great crowds of people bade them 
farewell, flags were everywhere displayed, 
and bands, whistles, and sirens combined 
with the cheering of the spectators to give 
the Cup challenger a great send-off. Sir 
Thomas, who was on board Shamrock III, 
led the cheers in response to the hurrahs 
from shore. 

Both the Shamrocks have been fitted with 
booms laid fore and aft the masts to the 
taffrail in order to afford the crews a safe 
hold in rough weather. Wire life lines are 
placed around the boats and every precau- 
tion for the safety of the yachts and the 
comfort of the crews has been taken. Sir 


Thomas Lipton expects that the boats will 
= the passage in sixteen or/ seventeen 
ays. 

The Erin headed the flotilla, the chal- 
lenger following and the Shamrock I., in 
tow of the Cruiser, bringing up the rear. 
A fleet of pleasure steamers accompanied 
the yachts as far as Arran Island. 

Sir Thomas went only a short distance to 
see the yachts well started. He will sail 
for New York on the White Star liner 
Oceanic on June 17. 

It is expected that the first race between

New Mast for Constitution on the Way. 


BRISTOL, R. LL, May 28.,—The tug Solici- 
tor from Newport put in here to-night, and 
two hours later was bound for Glen Cove 
with a new topmast for the Constitution to 
replace the one broken in to-day’s race.

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MR. JEROME CRITICISES 
THE ELECTIVE JUDICIARY 


Says Men. Who Practice Criminal 


Not of Highest Type.

Addresses Credit Men’s Association on 
Difficulties of Enforcing the 
Statutes Against Commer. 
cial Crimes.

District Attorney Jerome, in an after- 
dinner speech before the Credit Men's As- 
Sociation at the Drug Club, last night, on 
“The Practical Difficulties of Enforcing 
the Statutes Against Commercial Crimes,” 
criticised the elective judiciary and pointed 
out some weaknesses in the jury system 
with special reference to the topic on which 
he spoke. Assistant District Attorneys 
Rand, Gans, and Miner also spoke on vari- 
ous phases of the subject. The remarks 
of all the speakers were vociferously ap- 
plauded. 

Charlas BE. Meek, President of the asso- 


clation, was toastmaster of the evening. 
He introduced as the first speaker Mr. 
Jerome, who was the guest of honor. 

“I have been asked to say something 
about the relation between my office or the 
criminal law to matters with which you as 
credit men come in contact every day,’ 
said the District Attorney. ‘‘ This relation 
is somewhat peculiar, and one that from 
my experience I am constrained to say in 
past years has not been altogether satis- 
factory. 

“The greatness of this city to a very 
great extent will be in proportion to the 
stability and prosperity of its commerce, 
and this in turn is largely dependent upon 
the administration of criminal law. One of 
the most important functions of the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office, therefore, is to pros- 
ecute commercial crimes, 

“One of the unfortunate things in this 
city is that the men who practice criminal 
law are not of the very highest type and 
not so alert as would be the case if they 
interchangeably practiced both in the crim- 
inal and the civil courts. The merchant 
generally consults a civil lawyer, who, fail- 
ing to understand the full scope of the crim- 
inal law for the protection of commerce, 
generally advises civil action. 

Mr. Jerome gave as an instance a case 
where a trade mark had been violated 
which came under his observation while he 
was a Justice of the Court of Special Ses- 
sions. The complainant in the case had 
spent $100,000 to get injunctions in various 
parts of the country, without satisfactory 
result. In Special Sessions the defendant 
was sentenced to a year in the penitentiary 
and the violation stopped. 

Another difficulty Mr. Jerome said was 
the question of getting legal evidence in 
commercial cases, because the parties in- 
terested had generally failed to take the 
elementary precautions necessary to insure 
them redress under the criminal law. Then 
he passed on to the jury system, 

‘** We have, to be sure,”’ he said, “ special 
juries in this county, but in spite of this 
we can seldom get a jury that can under- 
stand an intricate commercial case. Some 
years ago we had a law which made special 

urors exempt from service on ordinary 
panels. The S edialature. with the wisdom 
that in this State characterizes all it does 
in reference to commerce, repealed this 
law, with the result that the men whose 
time was worth something and who, there- 
fore, were iooking for a chance of serving 
on @ special jury panel which was less fre- 
quently called into service, now dodge all 
jury_duty. 

“There was one time in this country 
when there was little chance for a guilty 
man fo escape, In those days innocent 
men were often the victims of the system 
in vogue. During that riod were created 
those constitutional privileges which Mr. 
Justice Gaynor only recently has invested 
with such es emphasis. Different con- 
ditions obtain to-day, and the law that was 
once the safeguard for the innocent is to- 
day little more than a magnificently con- 
ceived machine to help the guilty to es- 
cape. 

“Another thing is the aptitude of our 
Judges. 1 have from the very beginning 
been consistently opposed to an elective 
judiciary. [Applause. | In every State 
where the elective system is in vogue 
there has been a progressive deterioration 
in the character of the judiciary. In other 
States, where the Judges are appointed, the 
judiciary has been found to compare fa- 
vorably with that of Great Britain, and that 
is a comparison we might justly be proud 
of even though we may be Irish. 

“Even in such States the men in judi- 
cial pesitions oa have their idiosyncrasies 
and tricks may be practiced on them, but 
there is not a breath of the suspicion that 
is heard here, for instance, where you may 

et gS Seema with a bunch of lawyers and 
ear things about the judiciary that should 
bring the blush of shame to-the face of an 
upright citizen. Such conditions are the 
result of the elective system. You do not 
hear anything about the Federal Judges— 
at least, not west of the Mississippi. 

“Tf we turn to the criminal courts we 
find that the Judges there are out of touch 
with commercial cases. There are men of 
recognized ability on the criminal bench, 
but there sits no Judge in our criminal 
courts to-day whom any group of lawyers 
in this» city would have elected to place 
there, 

“There we have the topsy-turvy condi- 
tion where Judges stay criminal action and 
stay the District Attorney's hand until 
eome civil action that may be pending and 
which may require years to reach final dis- 
position has been settled. In the meantime 
the outraged dignity and peace of the peo- 
ple of the State and the security of its citi- 
gens under the law must wait until the 
wrong of one individual has been re- 
dressed, 

“The majority of the jurors we get,” 
said Assistant District Attorney Rand, who 
was the next speaker, “ have no more con- 
ception of commercial honor than has a 
cow of quadratic equations. One man is all 
that the accused needs, you must remem- 
ber, and the chances are that there is one 
man in that jury box every day of the 
year who is SeuenE the very thing for 
which the defendant is being tried. 

“ And, after all, how lightly the restrain- 
ing hand of the law rests upon commercial 
crimes. Half of all crimes committed are 
never detected. Only 10 per cent. of those 
detected are ever punished, because our 
forefathers, jealous of their liberties, erect- 
ed hurdles in front of the public prose- 
cutor. 

“Thus you can readily understand that un- 
less you establish among yourselves an 
inviolability of contract and a sacredness 
of obligation you will never raise the stand- 
ard of commercial honor in the community. 
I have always wondered whether ‘graft’ 
came into- business from politics or into 
politics from business.”’ 

Mr. Gans, who next spoke, said in part: 

~ heartily agree with Mr. Rand on the 
necessity of instilling into the business 
world a feeling that honesty is the best 
policy. The only men who can do that in 
a way that will count are the business men 
themselves.”

PRESBYTERIAN CREED 
REVISION ACCEPTED 


General Assembly Unanimously 
Adopts Committee’s Report. 


Vital Changes in Articles of the Confes- 
sion of Faith—Infant Salvation In- 
corporated in Church Doctrine. 


LOS ANGELES, May 28.—The Presby- 
terian Church of the United States in gen 
eral assembly to-day finally disposed of the 
question of revision of creed which has 
been before the last three General Assem- 
blies, and which has agitated Presbyterian 
circles for the past fifteen years. The as- 
sembly to-day by unanimous vote adopted 
the revision of the Confession of Faith, as 
prepared by the committee appointed by 
the General Assembly in 1901. 

Besides clearing the calendar of this im- 


‘portant question, the assembly disposed of 


the “Tennessee Overture’’ in regard to 
‘*Separate Presbyteries in the same terri- 
tory,”’ which was commonly known as the 
“Colored Question” of the Presbyterian 
Church; also the report of the special com- 
mittee on divorce and remarriage. Several 
minor reports also were heard during the 
day. 

The fact that creed revision was to come 
up attracted the largest crowd since the 
opening. After disposing of some business 


of minor importance; Moderator Coyle an- 
nounced that the Rev. Henry Van Dyke of 
Princeton, N. J., Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Bills and Overtures, would sub- 
mit the report of the Committee on Re- 
vision. 

Before reading the report Dr. Van Dyke 
stated that two protests, one from the 
Presbytery of Lehigh and the other from 
the St. Cloud Presbytery, tending to ob- 
struct action on the revision question, had 
been bcfore the committee, and it was rec- 
ommended that they be thrown out. The 
assembly so ordered. 

Dr. Van Dyke then proceeded with the 
report of the Revision Committee. He read 
the detailed vote on each one of the eleven 
overtures, which showed that no one over- 
ture had received more than ten negative 
votes. The overtures were voted upon 
seriatim and adopted. But one voice in the 


negative was heard, and this only on over- 
tures five, six, and seven. A declaratory 
statement, which precedes the changes in 
the confession of faith, was read and 
adopted by the assembly as follows: 


While the ordination vow of ministers, ruling 
elders and deacons, as set forth in the form of 
government, requires the reception and adoption 
of the Confession of Faith only as containing the 
system of doctrine taught in the Holy Scriptures, 
nevertheless seeing that the desirs has been for- 
mally expressed. for a disavowal by the Church 
of certain inferences drawn from statements in 
the Confession of Faith,.and also for a declara- 
tion of certain aspects Of revealed truth which 
appear at the present time to call for more ex- 
plicit statements, therefore, the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States of America does 
authoritatively declare, &c. 

By the oe of eleven overtures, im- 
portant additions, amplifications, and 
amendments are made to the articles to the 
Confession of Faith. Of these, one of the 
most vital is the erection into the Church 
doctrine of the belief that all who die in 
infancy are saved, which is embodied in the 
declaratory statements regarding Chapter 
Ili. of the Confession of Faith and Chapter 
X., Section 3. *‘ That concerning those who 
are saved in Christ, the doctrine of God's 
eternal decree is held in harmony with the 
doctrine of His. love to all mankind, His 
gift of His Son to be the propitiation for 
the sins of the whole world, and His readi- 
ness to bestow His saving grace on all who 
seek it; that concerning those who perish, 
the doctrine of God’s eternal decree is held 
in harmony with the doctrine that God de- 
sires not the death of any sinner, but has 
provided in Christ a salvation sufficient for 
all, adapted for all, and freely offered in the 
Gospel to all; that men are fully responsi- 
ble for their treatment of God's gracious 
offer; that His decree hinders no man frora 
accepting that offer, and\ that no man is 
condemned, except on the ground of his sin. 

“ Also that it is not to be regarded as 
teaching that any who dle in infancy are 
lost. We belleve that all dying in infancy 
are included in the election of grace, and 
are regenerated and saved by Christ, 
through the Spirit, who works where and 
how he pleases.” 

For Section 6, Chapter XXV. of the Con- 
fession of Faith, the following ifs substi- 
tuted: 

“The Lord Jesus Christ is the only head 
of the Church, and the claim of any man to 
be the Vicar of Christ and the head of the 
Church, is unscriptural, without warrant 
in fact, and is an unsurpation dishonoring 
to the Lord Jesus Christ.’ 

Three additional chapters are added to the 
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Confession concerning ‘‘ The Love of God 
for All Men, Missions and the Holy Spirit.”’ 

At the conclusion of the reading of the 
report, Dr. Van Dyke spoke briefly upon | 
the changes incorporated therein. is | 
speech was one of the most impressive that 
has been delivered before the Assembly, 
and was said by some of the Commissioners 
to be one of the most notable ever made 
upon faith revision. Dr. Van Dyke was | 
frequently interrupted by applause from | 
the Commissioners. 

He said he wished to make it clear to 
the assembly and especially did he wish to 
say to the brethren of the press, * That 
this revision does not mean that the Pres- 
byterian Church has changed her base one 
inch, but it does mean that she has broad- 
ened and strengthened her foundations, 
Her divine society shall never be interpreted 
so as to mean fatalism.’’ 

Dr. Minton, Chairman of the Revision 
Committee, spoke briefly, and was follaewed 
by Mr. Charles A. Dickey, Who said that 
the adoption of this report was an omen of 
speedy union, or at least speedy unity of 
all the presert *riang in this country, and a 
step toward Protestant rnity. 

Upon the motion of Moderator Coylé the 
report of the Revision Committee was 
adopted by unanimous vote, and the next 
twenty minutes were spent in song and 
prayer. 

At the afternoon session the “ Colored 
Question ’’ was disposed of promptly and 
without a flurry. Dr. Putnam, from the 
Committee on Bills and Overtures, reported 
a simple recommendation that overtures 
on ‘ Separate Presbyteries for Colered Min-~ 
isters,’’ which had come up from Tennes- 
see and other Southern States, be referred 
to a committee of five, this committee to 
report to the next general assembly. Dr. 
Roberts moved an amendment to this reso- 
lution, giving the colored element ta the 
church representation on this cormmittee 
and increasing the ae to seven. 
The amendment was accepted, and the 
resolution adopted. 

James Yerance read the report of the 
Je Tract Society, which was adopt- 
ed. 
An overture, having for its object a 
change in the rights of representation of 
the Presbyteries was promptly voted down 
and laid on the table. 

The report of the Board of Church Erec- 
tion was read and adopted. 

The Board of the Church Erection Pund 
reported a continued activity in church 
building, which was more pronounced than 
at_any time during the past sixteen years,

WASHINGTON, May 28.—Secretary Root 
to-Gay made public his findings in the case 
of Major Robert L. Howze of the Porto 
Rican Regiment, against whom leading 
anti-imperialists, have pressed charges of 
whipping two Filipinos to death, and into 
whose conduct Gen: Miles directed Major 
G. J; Hunter of the Fifteenth Cavalry to 
make an inquiry. The Secretary vindicatcs 
Howze and severely excoriates Hunter, 
who started the trouble by reporting the 
ease to Miles when the General was in the 
Philippines.

I am not satisfied, however, to leave the case 

Major 
wah as asked for a’ court of inquiry, and I 
@irect that a board of three officers be detailed 
a e commanding General, Division of the 
I stupines, to. proceed to Laoag and call before 
an e witnesses. whose names appear upon the 
affidavits procured by Major Hunter and subject 
them to examination and cross-examination upon

Upon the coming-in of their report such further 
order as may seem to be required will be made 
for the oral examination and cross-examination 
of witnesses, elsewhere than at Laoag, having 
knowledge of the facts. 

It is charged that Howze, while in charge 
of a Luzon district, with headquarters at 
Laoag, whipped native: prisoners, two of 
whomi died. This was in March and April, 
1900. He is also charged with having made 
@ false report of the results of an investi- 
gation made of the subject in May, 1900. 
The charges, Mr. Root says, are sustained 
“solely by ex parte affidavits of a large 
number of native Filipinos who were hostile 
to the American troops.”” The Secretary 
continues: 

“Major Hunter, who collected these affi- 
davits mearly three years after the inci- 
dents to which they relate, appears by 
his own lettérs which accompany his re- 
port; and by the testimony of his brother 


officers, to have entertained a bitter, per- 
sonal animosity toward Major Howze. It 
is clear that with the feelings which he 
efitertained, Major Hunter was not likely 
to be capable of making a really impartial 
investigation, and that for this reason he 
= an unfit person to be assigned to that 
uty. 

“The statements of these native affi- 
Gavits are directly contradicted by the posi- 
tive oaths-of Major Howze himself and ten 
American officers, who were stationed at 
Laoag at the time, and so situated that it 
was impossible for them not to know 
whether the facts described in the incul- 
patory affidavits really occurred. Either 
the oaths and statements of these American 
officers are false or the native affidavits 
produced by Major Hunter are false. 

“In weighing this conflicting testimony 
it is impossible to ignore the fact which ap- 
pears upon these papers, and which is 
well known independently of these papers, 
that the view generally taken in a —— 
eo of the Orient, including the Phil- 
ppine Islands, as to the sancity of an oath 
and the moral obligation to tell the truth in 
judicial proceedings, varies widely from 
our own view, and that native testimony 
to. almost. any effect can readily be 
procur by a person interested in pro- 
curing it. Having this in view, and 
having_in view the stile feelings under 
the influence of which these native affi- 
davits were procured, if there were rothing 
more fn the case, I should feel bound to 
give credence to the testimony of the ten 
American officers.” 


TESTIMONY OF SURGEONS. 


But, the Secretary says, Howze’s case does 
not rest on the question of the weight given 
to individual testimony. The two natives, 
José Ver and Juan Avila, who were cap- 
tured on April 17, died in prisan April 27. 


Owing to rumors that they had been beaten 
to. death their bodies were. exhumed on 
April 29 by Major Samuel M. Swigert of the 
ird Cavalry, whom Major Howze’s ab- 
sence left temporarily in command. 
“They were examined,’ says the Secre- 
tary, “‘by two surgeons, who found that 
there were no marks of beatings upon their 
bodies and that they had died from natural 
causes, The original official report of Dr. 
Frank W. Foxworthy, Captain and = 
sistant Surgeon of United States Volun- 
teers, made upon the same day, April 29, 
21900, is produced by Major owze. The 
other surgeon, Dr. George L. Painter, Act- 
ing Assistant Surgeon in the United States 
Army, who took part in the examination, 
makes affidavit to the same effect. He says 
that upon careful examination he agreed 
with Dr. Foxworthy in the finding that the 
men had died from natural causes and that 
there was no evidence to show that either 
been flogged or maltreated in 
any way. Dr. Foxworthy has now also 
sworn to the correctness of his report. 
"There could be no more complete refuta- 
tion of the statement that these two men 
had been beaten in the way described.”’ 
Major Swigert, the Secretary says, found 
that the jailers used rattan sticks on the 
prisoners ‘“‘in a trifling and onsiderabie 
way,’,and had it ptappen. He continues: 
“ An extraordinary circumstance connect- 
ed with these charges is the fact that Ma- 
jor Hunter was stationed at Laoag at the 
time of the alleged events and made no 
such charges then, but that a few weeks 
after, on June 2, he did make a charge 
Private John 8S. Donahue, Com- 
pany G, Thirty-fourth Volunteer Infantry, 
for whipping Filipino prisoners in that 
Same jail, and by order of Col. Howze 
charges were preferred and Donahue was 
tried by court-martial. The trial resulted 
in acquittal; which upon an examination 
of the record and testimony I find to have 
been clearly just.. Major Hunter did, how- 
ever, in May and June of the same year

LUMBER DEALERS’ FIGHT. 


Shut-Down to be Enforced to Coerce 
Building Trades Board. 


The New York Lumber Dealers’ Associa- 
tion yesterday afternoon held the first gen- 
eral meeting that it has called since the 
shut-down was declared, and with enthu- 
siasm, it was declared, reaffirmed its action 
in closing the yards until the United Board 
of Building Trades withdraws its support 
of the Building Material Drivers’ Union. 

While this action was being taken William 
Klein, delegate of Bricklayers’ Union No. 
11 and ex-Superintendent of the Depart- 
ment of Sewers, was in communication with 
the Executive Board of the Journeyman 
Bricklayers and Masons’ International 
Union over the shut-down in the yards of 
the lumber and building material dealers. 
Bricklayers’ Union No. 11 was authorized 
to arrange for a mass meeting to protest 
against the shut-down. The following 
statement was made last evening on behalf 
of Bricklayers’ Union No. 11: 

“We regard the shut-down in the build- 
material and lumber yards and its indorse- 
ment by the Building Trades Employers’ 
Association as an outrage. It has thrown 
many thousands of mechanics into enforced 
idleness for no apparent reason, as no dt- 
tempt was made by the employers to arbi- 
trate the demands leading to the shvt- 
down.” 

W, A. Parke, 
Pine Lumber Company, which has not 
joined in the shut-down, said that there 
were some leaks by which lumber was 
getting through. His firm, he said, had 
received applications for lumber, but was 
not catering to any great extent to the 
building trade. 

“There are builders who are etting 
lumber,’\ he said. ‘‘ The lumber is delivered 
generally by night. A shut-down like the 
rresent one never can be effective, owing 
to business competition.” 

A representative of the Labor Committee 
of the Lumber Dealers’ Association ad- 
mitted that there were defections among 
their members. Considering the large in- 
terests represented in the association, he 
said, these defections were so small that 
they did not affect the situation. 


STRIKE IN PHILADELPHIA. 


Seventy-five Thousand Textile Workers 
Will Go Out To-day.

PHILADELPHIA, May 28.—Seventy-five 
thousand textile workers in this city will 
strike to-morrow to force an issue with the 
employers on a shorter work schedule. They 


cdemand a fifty-five-hour week, with sixty 
hours’ pay. 

Thirty-four unions met to-night, and 
thirty have ordered a strike, four were 
non-committal, and one, a small organiza- 
tion, voted against striking. 

The strike in reality began to-day, when 
the workers in the Moss Rose Tapestry 
Carpet’ Mill went out, \their demands hav- 
ing been refused. 


BONDS FOR BANK INVESTMENT.

HARTFORD, Conn., May 28.—The House 
of Representatives, by a vote of 78 to 53, 
late this afternoon, at the conclusion of an 
all-day debate, passed in concurrence with 
the Senate the bill admitting four Western 
railroad bonds and two Connecticut trolley 
bonds as legal investments for savings 
banks in this State. At the end of the 
morning session the bonds of the Worcester 
and Connecticut Eastern Railroad, guaran- 
teed by the Consolidated Road, were strick- 
en from the list. 

The Hartford Street Railroad, Fair 
Haven and Westville of New Haven, the 
St. Louis Terminal, ‘St. Louis, Iron Mount- 
ain and Southern, Louisville and Nashville, 
and Buffulo and Susquehanna were all ad-. 
mitted. 

The debate was the bitterest heard on the 
floor of the House in years. Committee 
Chairman Bicknell of Meriden, who led 
the minority, accused Mr. Thompson of 
Orange with inconsistency in changing his 
vote. Mr. Thompson charged the oppon- 
ents of the bill with sustaining a lobby, 
and intimated that money had been on 
hand to kill the bill, and Mr. Banks of 
Fairfield alleged in his argument for the 
admission of the bonds that the savings 
banks of the State were dominated by one 
firm cf New York brokers and had re- 
ceived considerable financial consideration 
from them in the matter of purchase of 
bonds monopolized by Goldman, Sachs & 

o. of New York. 

Mr. Bicknell, in his reply intimated that 
one of the bonds, that of the St. Louis 
Terminal Railroad Association, was on a 
property that existed simply for J. Pier- 
pont Morgan & Co., “to make $1,000,000 
during the St. Louis Exposition,”’ and was 
not a safe bank investment. The bill hav- 
ing passed both houses now goes to Gov. 
Chamberlain, who followed the debate 
closely during to-day’s session. 


CITIZEN TRAIN DEFIANT.

POSTAL OFFICIALS 
UNVEILING GRAFT 


Beavers Alleged to Have Accepted 
Commission on Supplies. 


Investi§ating More Charges Against 
Machen—Wynne Undoing Beav- 
ers’s Work. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 28.—The opportuni- 
ty for discretionary purchases of materials 
and devices for use by the Post Office De- 
partment will be the subject of reform as 
soon as the pending investigation is con- 
cluded. The department has been obliged 
often to buy an article in which there was 
no competition because the device was pat- 
ented, and the arrest of A. W. Machen for 
accepting 40 per cent. of the amounts paid 
for fasteners for city mail boxes has served 
to call attention to other similar openings 
for collusion and fraud. Machen and 
Beavers expended large sums of money 
under discretion. In the absence of adver- 
tisements and bids the official, who is so 
disposed may allow an exorbitant price on 
any patented article and put in operation 
a scheme to fleece the Government with- 
out much difficulty. 

Mr. Payne said to-day that the charges 
on file against Mr. Beavers might be 
summed up as the payment of extravagant 
prices for materials and supplies used in 
his division, including time clocks and 
stamping machines. He said ,that there 
was only one charge that Mr. Beavers had 
received a commission on these supplfes. 
This charge, he said, is under investiga- 


tion. 

A much more rigid overhauling of the af- 
fairs of Mrs Beavers’s former office will 
begin shortly. The investigation of the af- 
fairs of the Free Delivery Division, it is 
stated, has not been interrupted by the 
arrest of Machen. The Inspectors who 
brought about that result are continuing 
their inquiry and will probe into other 
charges against Mr. Machen. In this con- 
nection Mr. Payne said to-day that one 
of the charges under investigation was 
an allegation that Mr. Machen had forged 
the name of another man on an official 
paper about ten years ago. He sald that 
Mr. Machen knew of this charge, and had 
informed him that he (Machen) was ready 
at any time to bring conclusive proof 
that he was innocent of the transaction. 
Other charges involve the letter-box con- 
tracts. Some of the charges are of a simi- 
lar nature to those on which yesterday's 
arrest was based. 

The Government is anxious to’ expedite

the trial of Machen as-much as possibile 
consistently with the proper handling of the 
case. it is arranging to haved@ts witnesses 
at Machen’s preliminary hearing, June 5, 
The préliminary hearing of the Groff 
brothers, the profits of whose firm Machen 
is accused of sharing on a 40 per cent. 
basis, has been set for June 9. 

Mr. Payne said that the work of the in- 
spectors who ran Machen down was re- 
markable both for completeness and the 
speed with which the facts were reached. 
One of the detectives said to-night: ‘** You 
must not ask me how we got the clue. The 
facts bearing on this case will all be 
brought out at the trial. That is, some of 
them will be told. All of them will not be 
told then, and probably never will be made 
public unless in our old age some of us go 
to writing a book to tell of the adventures 
of Post Office Inspectors. It would all 
read like a romance if it were told. Dumas 
at his best was never more thrilling. What 
it involved I would not dare to tell you. I 
can assure you that we set no traps, and we 
did not get the incriminating evidence by 
accident. It took hard work, and it was 
very peculiar work. “ 

Assistant Postmaster General Wynne 
spent to-day in a systematic endeavor to 
undo a large part of Beavers’s work for 
the last few years. Under the pressure 
from Senators and Representatives in Con- 
gress he had gradually increased the sal- 
aries of Assistant Postmasters and clerks 
in a large number of Presidential Post 
Offices throughout the country. As there 
are nearly 5,000 Presidential offices and 
the annual pay roll for clerk hire amounts 
to $14,000,000 and salaries of Assistant 
Postmasters to $1,450,000, a systematic ad- 
yanee all along the line in response to the 
wishes of members of Congress has 
amounted in a few years to a large sum. 
Ry direction of the Postmaster General, 
the First Assistant sent out a circular 
letter to Presidential Rostmasters in the 
country ordering them at once to report in 
regard to this matter and to bring the pay 
of Assistant Postmasters within the law 
and postal regulations. 

It has been found that in a large per- 
centage of cases the process of increasing 
salaries has gone on to such an extent 
that many millions of dollars have been ex- 
pended in violation of law and the Post- 
master General's orders. 

The Postmaster General to-morrow will 
sign an order reducing the salaries of As- 
sistant Postmasters, cashiers, and financial 
clerks in a large number of offices through- 
out the country. This is the first step in 
correcting the abuses that have been syste- 
matically authorized by Beavers during the 
last few years. 

For the first time in the course of the 
investigation there has been talk be tr of 
the responsibility of the Sixth Auditor 
Henry Castle, and Controller R. J. Trace- 
well, who should have been aware of the 
violations of the law by Beavers, and have 
stopped him in his robbery of the Govern- 
ment. Their sole duty is to safeguard the 
Government in the matter of expenditures 
and they are expected to know the law and 
prevent its violation knowingly by offi- 
cials. 


“GRAFT” IN ARKANSAS, TOO. 


Penitentiary Official, Said to Have Made 
Away with $100,000, Surrenders.

DALLAS, Texas, May 28.~A. 8S. Busby, 
who was assistant financial agent of the 
State Penitentiary for four years during 
Geov. Sayers’s administration and who has 
been missing for the last two months, 
charged with being short in his financial 
accounts more than $100,000, surrendered 
last night at Texarkana and was to-day 
placed in the penitentiary at Rusk, the in- 
stitution of which he had formerly been 
the financial official. 

An investigation of Busby’s accounts has 
been going on for nearly two months. Rep- 
resentative Jones of Panola County, dur- 
ing the recent session of the Legislature, 
declared on the floor of the House that he 
had facts in his possession to prove that 
the State had been swindled out of more 
than $150,000. On instructions from Gov. 
Lanham, Assistant Attorney General Mar- 


tin went to Rusk this afternoon to repre- 
sent the State in the prosecution of Busby. 


No Relief from Drought Up the River.

Violinist Jaroslay Kocian arfived last 
night on the Deutschland, bringing with 
him the Stradivarius which, while on a 
concert tour in this country, he borrowed 
from W. C. Clopton, a retired lawyer, liv- 
ing at the Empire Hotel, Columbus Avenue 
and Sixty-third Street. The artist was ac- 
companied by his uncle, Josef Jan SvAtek, 
a lawyer and editor in chief of the Prazské 
Noviny. 

The violinist carried the instrument, 
which has caused him a great deal of hap- 
piness and distress, and did not let it go 
out of his sight while waiting for the Cus- 
tom House Inspectors to examine his bag- 
gage. He and his uncle were met at the 
dock by Joseph J. Kovark, a friend, who 
acted as interpreter. 

After falling in love with the instrument 
which had been loaned to him for his 
American tour, Kocilan took it with him 
to Europe on the Augusta Victoria, believ- 
ing, as he states, that he had a right to it. 
Before leaving, April 25, he wrote the 
owner a letter, in which he stated that he 


would rather lose ten years of his life than 
part with the violin, to which he was at- 
tached.

BIG EXODUS TO ALASKA. 


Twenty-one Vessels Departing for Nome 
Carry 3,200 Passengers and 31,- 
000 Tons of Freight.

TACOMA, Weshington, May 28.—The first 
sixteen steamships and five sailing vessels 
departing this season for Nome will carry 
a total of 3,200 passengers and 31,000 tons 
of freight. 

The steamships Gussie Brown and Port- 
land have already sailed, while fourteen 
other steamships will get away between 
this date and June 15. 

Everything ncw indicates that when the 
last vessel leaves in June both passengers 
and freight for Bering Sea districts will be 
left behind. These must await second sail- 
ings unless other vessels not now scheduled 
are placed on the Nome route. 

Business this year is the most satis- 
factory of any since Nome was discovered. 
Both passenger and freight rates are fair. 


Most people bound for Nome want first- 
class accommodations. They have monéy 
and are willing to spend it. 

Present indications are that Nome will 
be handicapped only by lack of sufficient 
labor. A shortage of miners is likely to 
occur, owing to the Winter stampede to 
Tanana. 

Freight shipments to Nome include a 
large amount of mining machinery, to- 
gether with much railway material and 
equipment.

i Much Havoc in the Surrounding Villages 
—British Foreign Office Appeais for 
Aid for the Survivors. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, May .28.—Advices 
Which reached here to-day from Asiatic 
Turkey show that a terrible earthquake 
occurred on- April 29 at Melazgerd, in the 
Vilayet of Van, eighty miles southeast of 
Erzerum. 

The town was totally destroyed with its 
éntire population, numbering 2,000 souls, 
including 700 Armenians, as well as the 
troops forming the garrison of Melazgerd. 
In addition, over 400 houses in neighboring 
villages collapsed. 


‘A somewhai severe earth-shock was felt 


here this morning, but no damage was done, 


LONDON, May 29.—The Foreign Office 
here has received some details, from the 
British Consul at Erzerum, regarding the 
recent earthquake at Melazgerd, according 
to which a strong earth-shock, lasting 
thirty seconds, was felt on the morning of 
April 29 firoughout the entire district be- 
tween Lake Van and the Russian frontier, 
and as far west as Kharput. The town of 
Melazgerd, consisting of 500 houses, was 
destroyed, and much havoc was wrought 
in the surrounding villages. 

Col. Khalil Bey, commanding the garrison 
of Melazgerd, with his whole family, three 


other officers, and eighty soldiers, perished 
in the ruins. Lieut. Col. Tayib Bey, whose 
family perished, became insane. 

The cares operator who sent 
news of .the 


the 
catastrophe said he himself 
was badly injured, and that his wife and 
sister had been killed. He only rescued his 
instruments from the ruins of the office 
with the greatest difficulty. 

The Foreign Office has appealed for sub- 
scriptions for the relief of the destitute 
Mohammedans and Christians of the Melaz- 
gerd district.

VENEZUELAN PORTS CLOSED. 


President Castro Takes Action Which 
Practically Amounts to a Blockade. 


CARACAS, Venezuela, May 28.—The Offi- 
ial Gazette published to-day a Presidential 
‘Gecree temporarily suppressing the Custom 
(Houses at La Veia, Quanta, Puerto Sucre, 
\Guiria, Cano, Colorado, and Ciudad Boli- 
¢@ir, and allowing steamers coming from 
Zairope thirty days and sailing vessels sixty 
4ays to reach Venezuelan ports. Steamers 
‘from the United States are allowed fifteen 
ldays and sailing vessels thirty days, and 
both steamers and sailing vessels from the 
fWest Indies and Demerara are allowed ten 
Ways to reach Venezuela. Steamers and 
@alling vessels from Trinidad and Granada 
@re allowed two days. The allowances 
fount from June 1. 

The Custom House of Juan Griego, Mar- 
Garita Island, is by the same decree trans- 
Yerred to Port Lamar. 


WASHINGTON, May 28.—At the Vene- 
guelan Legation the closing of the ports in 
President Castro’s decree is regarded as 
an incident of his campaign against the 
revolutionists. All of the ports mentioned, 
except Bolivar and La Vela, are said to be 


unimportant. The majority of them are 
new in the hands of the revolutionists. 

The question of the recognition of the 
blockade by the United States, for this is 
what the suppression of the Custom Houses 
practically amounts to, will be determined 
when the State Department receives a copy 
of the decree announcing the suppression. 
it at present has no news on the subject. 
"The general practice of our and other Gov- 
ernments is to ignore paper blockades and 
to hold that a blockade to be respected 
must be effective. 


LADY SOMERSET RESIGNS.

LONDON, May 28.—Lady Margaret Cow- 
ell-Stepney, daughter of the late Lord De 
Tabley, petitioned to-day for a judicial sep- 
‘eration on the ground of the desertion of 
ber husband, Sir Arthur Keppel Cowell- 
Stepney, Bart., an ex-Member of Parlia- 
ment, who is a very wealthy landed pro- 
prietor of Wales, and who is now in the 
United States, having recently become an 
American citizen, renouncing his Baronet- 
cy. Leading divorce lawyers were engaged 
in the case.

LOST MONEY, SHOT HIMSELF. 


Tradesman in St. Joseph, Mo., Sold His 
Business and Came Here to Get Rich 
Quickly in Wall Street. 


George A. Kennard until about three 
weeks ago proprietor of a wholesale grocery 
house in St. Joseph, Mo., committed suicide 
yesterday afternoon by shooting himself 
in the temple with a pistol in a bathroom 
in the rear of a barber’s shop at 227 Second 
Avenue. Mr. Kennard was about fifty 
years of age, and when he sold out his 
business in St. Joseph he came here with 
his wife and twelve-year-old daughter, 
his reason for journeying East being the 
belief that he might considerably increase 
his fortune by speculating on the New 
York Stock Exchange. 

The family took rooms in a fashionable 
boarding house on Madison Avenue, near 
Twenty-ninth Street, Mr. Kennard would 
go down town every morning about 10 
o'clock, and return about 5 in the after- 
noon. His actions were such that every one 
in the house thought he was holding his 
own in Wall Street. A day or two ago, 
however, he informed a man in the house 
that all had not gone well with him, and 
that unless there was a change in his luck 
he would soon be ruined. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Kennard up- 
peared to be in excellent spirits, and talked 
and laughed with the other boarders, and 
when the time came for him to go down 
town he bade his wife and daughter good- 
bye cheerfully and left the house. Instead 
of going down town, however, he went over 
to a store and purchased a 32-calibre pistol 
and a box of cartridges. He then went to 
Second Avenue and entered the barber 
shop of Paul Nocilla. There he told Nocilla 
that he wanted to take a bath, and a boy 
called ‘‘ Tony ’’ was ordered to escort him 
to the bathroom. Mr, Kennard had been 
there only a few minutes, when the report 
of the pistol was heard, and on the door 
being forced open Mr. Kennard was found 
dead on the floor. In his pockets were a 
gold watch and a letter addressed to him- 
self at his boarding house. 

Mrs. Kennard was unable to account for 
her husband’s act. He had not intimated 
in any way to her, it was said, that his 
speculations had not been successful. A 
person in confidential relations with the 
family said that Mr. Kennard had an ac- 
count of $10,000 in a New York bank. It 
was also said that he carried $100,000 in- 
surance on his life. 

Mr. Kennard has a brother in Omaha, 
Neb., who is said to be a prominent busi- 
ness man of that city. The body will be 
sent to St. Joseph to-day for burial.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., May 28.—Mr. Ken- 
nard, who committed suicide in-New York, 
was for many years the principal stock- 
holder in the Kennard Grocery Company, 
a wholesale house which he founded. He 
was considered wealthy, and when he went 
to New York several months ago it was an- 
nounced that the intended to retire from 
business. But it seems that financial 
trouble began while he lived here. An at- 
torney who was conversant with Kennard’s 
affairs, said to-night: 

‘“* Kennard had comparatively little 
money. He had not been as prosperous in 
business lately.as in former years, and this 
seemed to worry him. His grocery house 
was not in the co-called combine, and the 
larger concerns took a big share of his 
trade from him.” 

Last January his business passed into 
other hands, and recently an attempt was 
made to sell at auction his beautiful home 
in Jule Street. He has one son here and 
one in Omaha, and a daughter, Mrs. Charles 
Thompson, here.

| WARLIKE ATTITUDE OF 
RUSSIA IN MANCHURIA 


Great Energy Displayed in Prepar- 
ing for Contingencies. 


Two Hundred and Fifty Thousand Tons 
of Coal Ordered — Large Quantities 
of Supplies Reaching Port Arthur.

LONDON, May 29.—The Peking corre- 
spondent of The Times says the situation 
in Manchuria is unchanged, but all ac- 
counts agree in regard to the energy of 
Russia in preparing for possible contin- 
gencies. 

A well-qualified military officer on the 
spot writes that such extensive prepara- 
tions as the placing of orders for 250,600 
tons of coal betray a warlike attitude 
essentially provocative. He adds that 
steamships are constantly unloading coal 
and foodstuffs at Port Arthur. 

A recent dispatch from Peking stated 
that interest ehiefly centred in the Yalu 
River, whither small bodies of Russfans 
were constantly proceeding, and where con- 
siderable consignments of foodstuffs and 
ammunition were constantly being ~ for- 
warded. 

It was added that trustworthy evidence 
confirmed the truth of the report that num- 
bers of Chinese, described as ex-brigands, 
were officered by Russians. These Chinese 
numberedfat least 2,000, probably more, and 
carried a distinctive circular badge with 
characters signifying ‘‘ Protectors of the 
Forest.” 

Russians in small bodies were, it was de- 


clared, on both the Chinese (Manchurian) 
and Korean banks of the Yalu, and there 
was a constant movement of-small detach- 
ments of Russians from Liau-Yang, where 
there were 3,000 Russians—the city having 
Russian sentinels and being policed by 700 
Rusian soldiers—through Feng-hwang- 
Chenn, an important strategical centre gar- 
risoned by Russians, to the Yalu. 
These figures, the dispatch added, came 


from an eye witness, a foreign intelligence 
officer. 


NEW POST FOR WU TING-FANG. 


He Is Appointed a Member of the Chi- 
nese Foreign Office — Diplomats 
at Peking Pleased. 


PEKING, May 28.—An imperial edict 
issued to-day appoints Wu Ting-Fang, ex- 
Minister at Washington, to be a member 
of the Foreign Office. His rank will be 
below that of the five officials designated 
in the protocol. The appointment prac- 
tically creates a new office. 

The tendency lately has been to ignore the 
agreement that the Foreign Office is to 
have u responsible head, with whom the 
Legations can deal, and to return to the 
old system of the Foreign Board, whose 
procrastination was notoridus. Since Prince 
Ching was appointed Premier he has been 


compelled to give less attention to foreign 
affairs. 


While Wu rte Fang's appointment vio- 


lates the protocol, he is the only English- 
speaking member of the Foreign Office, 
and he alone has had experience of foreign 
affairs. The Legations, therefore, welcome 
the selection. 


THE REVOLT IN YUN-NAN. 


LONDON TIMES—NEW YORK TIMES

LONDON, May 29.—The Chinese For- 
eign Office, says the Peking correspond- 
ent of The Times, has informed the For- 
eign Ministers that it has received reas- 
suring news from Yun-Nan, It reminds 
the Ministers that Lin-nan-Foo, though 
a prefectural city, is a poor town and 
that the population is always more or 
less discontented. It is stated that the 
rebels who captured the city probably 
do not exceed 200. No danger to for- 
eigners is apprehended. 

The correspondent says the Chinese 
Government is really endeavoring to re- 
move the impression created by the pub- 
lication in its own Gazette of the alarm- 
ing news from Yun-Nan. 


KISHINEFF MEETING AT 


YONKERS. 


Russian Authorities Censured and Ac- 
tion by This Country Urged. 


YONKERS, N. Y., May 28,—A largely at- 
tended mass meeting of the residents of 
this piace was held to-night in Teutonia 
Hall to denounce the outrages upon the 
Jews at Kishineff. 

The speakers were Mayor M. J. Walsh, 
the Rev. James E, Freeman, pastor of St. 
Andrew's Memorial Church; the Rev. 
James J, Fullam, pastor of St. Mary’s Ro- 


man Catholic Church, and City Judge Kel- 
loge. Alderman John H. Coyne presented 
a resolution, which was adopted, censuring 
the Russian authorities and urging this 
country to take some action toward pre- 
venting further outrages.

Prof. Bailey of Yale Makes Com- 
putations from 10,000 Cases. 


Man Far More Prone to Self-Destruction 
Than Woman—Monday the Favorite 
Day—9 to 12 P. M. the Popu-

NEW HAVEN, May 28.—Suicide in the 
United States has been studied .by Prof. 
William B. Bailey of Yale for a period cov- 
ering 1897 to 1901. He*has taken 20,344 
cases. 

In order to take a more convenient unit, 
10,000 cases were taken by Prof. Bailey 
for computation in his statistics. Of these 
7,781 were found to be males, 2,219 females, 
indicating that in general the ratio of 
suicides of males to that of females is 3% 
to 1, 

His tables show that the most popular 
suicide period is between thirty and forty 
years, followed closely by the period be- 
tween twenty and thirty years. Nearly 
two-thirds of the suicides are found be- 
tween the periods of twenty to fifty years. 

It is found that the number of married 
suicides exceeds that of those who are 
single. This table shows the relative pro- 
portions:

From Monday down to Friday there is a 
gradual falling off, but on Friday there is 
an inexplicable increase, and then a .drop 
on Saturday, the lowest of the week. Prof. 
Bailey says of this: 

‘For those who have endured through- 
out the week there is pay day at hand, fol- 
lowed by a day of rest. Among the males 
Monday is pre-eminently a day for suicide. 
Females prefer Sunday to Monday. Re- 
ligious excitement may have something to 
do with this, but nearly a third of the do- 
mestic troubles leading to suicide come on 
Sunday. 

‘*More than one-fourth of the suicides 
from financial trouble and ill-health among 
females occur on Monday. They apparently 
lack the courage in their weak or impover- 
ished condition to take up the struggle of a 
new week. 

“Of 10,000 cases, 3,687 occurred in the 
twelve hours before noon and 5,848 during 
the remaining twelve hours. Beginning 
with midnight there is a continuous in- 
crease until 6 P. M. The three hours from 
6 to 9 P. M. show a falling off, while from 
9 o'clock till midnight is the period of 
greatest frequency.”

Jeweler Who Offered to Return It for 
$150 If Case Was Dropped Is 
Held for Trial. 


Henry Sartoris, thirty-six years old, a 
jeweler at 127 West Thirty-eighth Street, 
who was arrested Wednesday night as the 
receiver of valuables worth at least $1,500 
stolen from the house of George H. Morgan 
of 6 Bust Fortieth Street, was held in 
$1,500 bail for examination on June 4 by 
Magistrate Cornell in the Jefferson Market 
Court yesterday. 

The property, which Mr. Morgan said he 
would not have sold for $25,000, it being 
the result of years of patient collecting, 


kas all been recovered by the police. It 
disappeared last Tuesday contemporane- 
ously with Arthur Perry, whom Mr. Mor- 
gan had hired a day or two before as a 
second butler, and whom the police say 
is an ex-convict. 

Mr. Morgan told the Magistrate that on 
the same evening Sartoris came to him with 
a silver double bas-relief, which was_part 
of the loot, and told him that for $150 he 
might put him in the vey of getting all 
the things back if he would drop the case 
against Perry and “ Jack’’ Sears, a friend 
of Pefry’s, who is suspected of complicity. 
After this the police set a watch on the 
store and the arrest followed. 

The hearing yesterday was held for the 
most part in the Magistrate’s private room, 
and while Mr. Morgan was before him the 
Magistrate asked the reporters to with- 
draw. Sartoris when informed of what had 
been tlone seemed very indignant. 

“This comes of trying to help a million- 
aire,” he said. ‘‘I received the goods and 
knew they were stolen, but I paid the men 
Perry and Sears $150 for what 
ing to turn it over to Mr. Morgan and get 
my money back. All I asked of him was to 
eall off the police and let Perry and Sears 
go free. I was looking for nothing. There 
were fifty-seven pleces in all, and their 
intrinsic value is about $10,000. 

“If I had not gone to Mr. Morgan, he 
might never have got his property back. 
After I had been to see him the detectives 
came to my store and waited for me to 
come in. If I had not given the address 
of my store to Mr. Morgan they would be 
looking for me still, I suppose.’ 

Magistrate Cornell during the proceedin 
remarked that Sartoris’s statement woul 
greatly strengthen the cage against Perry 
and Sears. Mr. Morgan said, however, that 
he was more anxious to punish the receiv- 
ers of stolen property, who, he believed, 
often tempted servants to steal. ‘‘I have 
een unfortunate a number of times, and 
this time I feel that I really must act,” he 
said.

There were a number of contesting dele- 
gations from Hemiiton County, and when 
the convention declined to seat the dele- 
gates from the town of Inlet by a vote of 
71 to 56 the Platt men left the hall and re- 
fused to participate longer in the conven- 
tion. Recorder Wocd received the unani- 
mous vote of the remaining delegates, who 
numbered 82 out of a total of 132. 

Mr. Wood lost a leg in the Mountain Lake 
Railroad disaster when sixteen people were 
either killed outright or died afterward.

WORK ON NEW SCHOOLS. | 
i 


The Number of Men Now Engaged De- 
spite the Shut-Down. 


The Building Committee of the Board of 
Education is still keeping a watchful eye 
on the progress of work on the schools. 
The only school as far as known where 
the men are working with material carted 
by non-union drivers is at the school in 
One Hundred and Twenty-sixth Street, be- 
tween Second and Third Ayenues: 

There the material is handled with the 


consent of the Board of Building Trades. 
The following statement was made yester- 
day by Assistant Superintendent of Scheol 
Buildings Cameron regarding the state of 
affairs at the public schools: 

“On five of the new schools which are 
being erected in the Borough of Manhat- 
tan there is 4n uverage af ten men at work 
for each. The largest number of men at 
work on any new school in Manhattan is 
seventy-five, and the general average is 
thirty. In Bronx corona thé average is 
twenty, but at Morris High School there 
are 120 men at work. 

“In Brooklyn an average of forty men per 
school are employed, the largest number of 
men at any one school being seventy-five. 
In Queens the average is thirty and in 
Richmond the average is forty. ‘There are 
at present thirteen schools being erected 
in rooklyn, eleven in Manhattan, four 
in the Bronx, four in Queens, and two in 
Richmond.”

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PLAN 10 READJUST 
THE LEATHER TRUST 


Preferred Stockholders’ Commit- 
tee to Plan New Company. 


Intention to Issue and Distribute for Ac 
erued Dividends Lumber Bonds Now 
ip the Treasury—Morton Trust 
Co. to Receive Deposits. 


The committee acting in behalf of the 
preferred stockholders of the United States 
eather Company has outlined a plan for 
the co-operation of holders of the pre- 
ferred shares in regard to the bonds and 
stock of the Central Pennsylvania Lum- 
ber Company, which are held by the Leath- 
er Trust, and in regard to payment of divi- 
dends on Leather preferred. These three 
reasons are given for the co-operation: 

First—To ratify the issue of the bonds of the 
Central Pennsylvania Lumber Company and the 
mortgage of that company which secures them. 

Secondly—To make practicable by suitable con- 
sents of the preferred stockholders of the Leath- 
er Company a distribution to them of a con- 
siderable portion of the surplus (including bonds 
of the Lumber Company) to the extent to which 
the Board of Directors shall deem it proper to 
distribute securities in lieu of cash on account 
of the accrued dividends, 

Thirdly—To assure the requisite 80 per cent. 
consent of the preferred stock in proper, cases 
hereafter, where the Leather Company shall 
deem it soynd judgment, whether for acquisition 
of property or for other capital purposes, to 
execute or aythorize the issue of bonds by itself 
or <4 any company of which it owns shares of 
stock, 

The committee says that the Executive 
Committee’s report shows that the surplus 
of the company is upward of 30 per cent. 
of the par value of the preferred stock, 
but that this surplus is in large part in 
securities, including $10,000,000 of the lum- 
ber bonds, which need an 80 per cent. 
assent from the preferred stock for distri- 
bution, 

The plan includes an assignment of the 
preferred Leather shares to the Morton 
Trust Company in exchange for beneficial 
certificates, and it constitutes a commit- 
tee to act as adviser to the trust company, 


this committee to consist of George Foster 
Peabody, S. P. Davidge, Eugene Horton, 
George A. Vail, Theodore R. Hoyt, Nathan 
Alien, and Frank Healy. According to the 
proposed plan all payments by or to the 
trust company for purposes of this agree- 
ment are to be made from dividends or 
other income on Leather preferred over and 
above the annual 6 per cent. dividend paid 
in recent years. 

It is provided that the trust company, 
with the assent of the Advisory Committee 
and a majority of the beneficial certifi- 
cates, shall be bound to sell and assign the 
assigned preferred shares to a new ,com- 

any to be formed in the interest the 

olders of such certificates for the pur- 

chase of the deposited shares. The mem- 
bers of the preferred stockholders’ com- 
mittee are to hold office for three years, 
are to be divided into three classes, one 
class to be chosen annually by certificate 
holders, and are to fill vacancies them- 
selves. 

The agreement is to become operative 
upon the assignment of 95 per cent. of the 
preferred shares, or, if the committee so 
orders, upon the assent of a less propor- 
tion, oe that such assignment be 
made fore Oct. 1, 1903. The agreement 
is to be terminated May 26, 1913, unless 
in the meantime the preferred shares shall 
have been transferred to a new company 
as provided in the agreement. 

One section of the proposed plan provides 
that members of the Advisory Committee 
shall be entitled to be personally interested 
in syndicates for the purchase and sale of 
such preferred stock or beneficial certifi- 
cates or ony, property which may be ac- 

uired or held by the trust company under 
the agreement for the benefit of holders 
of the beneficial certificates, or to be in- 
Seay interested in any such purchase 
or sale. 


ACTORS’ CHURCH ALLIANCE. 


Fourth Annual Convention Opened by 
Bishop Potter—Dr, Bentley's Pro- 
posal—Officers Elected. = 


Bishop Potier opened the fourth annual 
eonvention of the Actor’s Church Alliance 
of the United States and Canada yesterday 
in St. Chrysastom’s Protestant Episcopal 
Chapel at Seventh Avenue and Thirty-ninth 
Street. After calling the delegates to order 
*he told them that the organization had 
Placed the dramatic profession in an entire- 
ly.new. light before the masses of the peo- 
ple. Passing on, he mildly lectured the 
Secretary, who, in reading the minutes, had 
referred to the actresses by name only 
without the title of ‘‘Mrs.” or ‘ Miss,” 
and suggested “‘ noblesse oblige ’’ as a motto 
for the Alliance. 

He said he had recently in London been 
ordered by his physician to go to the the- 
atre and have a good laugh. “I went to 
one,” said Biship Potter, “but I couldn’t 
go there any more for what I saw made 
me cry.”’ The Bishop said then that he 
knew a good deal about empty rooms in 
hotels and in private houses, but this, he 
said, would probably prove mighty interest- 
ing reading when published in book form 
after his death, Commenting on the per- 
severence showin in extending the work by 
the Rey.

TYPHOID AT STEVENS. 


Four Students of the Institute Said to 
Have Died in a Year—Uneasi- 
ness in Hoboken. 


A report to the effect that during the past 
year four of the students of Stevens In- 
stitute, who boarded in Hoboken and drank 
Hackensack water daily, have died from 
typhoid fever, and that there have been 
several others stricken during the past 
year, has caused uneasiness among the 
residents of Hoboken. The last of the stu- 
dents to succumb was Robert B. Holmes, 


Jr., a sophomore, whose funeral was held 
from Morriston on Wednesday. 

Superintendent French of the Hackensack 
Water Company said his company was do- 
ing ail ft could to prevent typhoid germs 
from getting into the water. He said there 
Was no direct evidence to show that the 
deaths of the Stevens students came from 
the water they were drinking, and so far 
as he could learn there were no cases of 
typhoid in Hoboken at present. Analysis of 
the water failed to show any germs. 


DECISION IN PAVING SUIT. 


Barber Asphalt Company Has the Use 
of “Bitulithic” Paving on Seventh 
Avenue Forbidden. 


The Barber Asphalt Company yesterday 
won its injunction proceedings to restrain 
the City of New York and Borough Presi- 
dent Cantor from receiving bids or award- 
ing contracts for paving Seventh Avenue 
between One Hundred and Twelfth Street 
and One Hundred and Twentieth Street, 
Justice O'Gorman of the Supreme Court 
granted an injunction on the ground that 


the advertisement restricted the contractor 
to the use of a pavement known as the 
** Bitulithic Pavement.” bg 

Justice O'Gorman in his decision says: 
“Section 1,554 of the charter clearly in- 
tended to absolutely prohibit the laying of 
a patented pavement except tor the pur- 
pose~of repairs. No other construction is 
reasonable or permissible. Concededly this 
improvement.is not for repairs and ihe ac- 
tion of the authorities is illegal and the 
motion to restrain is granted.’”’ 

This is the first decision rendered under 
this section of the charter, which dates 
back to the Tweed times, and was passed in 
consequence of the fraud in the use of the 
so-called Nicolson pavement. It has been 
retained throughout amended charters. 


WANTS NIXON TO ACCOUNT. 
Inventor Voiney Sues for Larger Share 
of Smokeless Powder Concern’s 


Capital. 


TRENTON, N. J., May 28.—Karl W. Vol- 
ney of Newport, N. J., filed in the Court of 
Chancery to-day a bill against Lewis Nixon 
of Elizabeth, asking for a dissolution of 
partnership existing between himself and 
Mr. Nixon, and also asking for $28,000 in 


cash and about $1,000,000 in stock of the 
International Smokeless Powder Company. 
Mr. Volney claims to be the inventor of @ 
smokeless powder and the organizer of the 
Volney Powder Company. 

Subsequently, he says, he was approached 
by Mr. Wixon, who agreed to furnish capi- 
tal and secure large Government contracts 
if Mr. Volney would turn over his inven- 
tion to a new company, which was to be 
organized with Mr. Volney as general man- 
ager. The company was formed, and was 
called the International Smokeless Powder 
and Dynamite Company. Mr. Volney claims 
it was understood the new company would 
have a capital of $1,000,000, and he was to 
have one-tenth of the capital stock. 

He charges that the company, without 
his knowledge, was organized with a capi- 
tal stock of $10,000,000; that the patent 
rights which he turned over to the new 
company were put in for a much larger 
sum than he had been advised, and that 
he has had no share of this increased 
amount. 


COUPLE COULD NOT AGREE. 


Justice Greenbaum’s Endeavor to Recon- 
cile Morris G. Hahn and Wife 
Has Proved Futile. 


Despite the efforts of Justice Greenbaum 
to reconcile Morris G. Hahn, the Wall 
Street note broker, and Mrs. Jeanette Hahn, 
his wife, trouble has been renewed between 
them, and they are back in the Supreme 
Court ready for the trial of a separation 
action. M. 8. Hirschberg, counsel for Mrs. 
Hahn, moved yesterday for an allowance 
of $500 counsel fees and alimony for Mrs. 
Hahn to enable her to prosecute the action 
begun more than a year ago and stopped at 
the suggestion of Justice Greenbaum, Jus- 
tice Blanchard will hear argument on the 
motion Monday. 

Hahn, who has an office at 10 Wall 
Street, in June, 1900, married Miss Jeanette 
K. Levinson. They woparated in January, 
1902, and on April 19 that year Mrs. Hahn 
began her action for a separation on the 
ground of cruelty and desertion. She went 
to live with her mother at 260 West One 
Hundred and Twenty-first Street, 

Pending trial Justice Greenbaum heard 
the motion for temporary alimony and for 
counsel fees and denied both. He said that 
the couple seemed to be unwilling each to 
make any allowance for the weaknesses of 
the other, and that neither seemed to con- 
sider the real responsibilities they under- 
took at the time of the marriage. 

At the Justice’s personal suggestion the 
Hahns had a meeting, and continued to 
meet regularly for some months at the 
home of the wife’s mother.

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DECORATION DAY EVENTS 


Sherman Statue to be Dedicated 
at Central Park Plaza. 


United States Troops and National 
Guardsmen to Take Part in the Pro- 
cession—Services and Outings. 


Decoration Day as the years go by 
becomes more and more a day of sports 
and pleasure as the memory of those whose 
sacrifices are the occasion of the holiday 
fades further into the past, yet to-morrow 
while New Yorkers of this generation are 
trooping off by thousands for their first 
outing by the sea and woodland, the com- 
rades of the dead soldiers of the Union 
will gather as before among the monuments 
raised in honor of their deeds or as a 
tribute to what they were. 

Chief among the events of the day from 
a patriotic standpoint will be the dedication 
of the heroic equestrian statue of Gen. 
William Tecumseh Sherman at the Central 
Park Plaza, This statue, presented to the 
city by the Chamber of Commerce, is con- 
sidered one of the crowning achievements 
of Augustus St. Gaudens. Exhibited in 
plaster at the Paris Salon of the Champ de 
Mars in 1899 it was put in a place of honor 
and a reproduction in staff at the Pan- 
American Exposition brought a_ special 
medal to the sctIptor. The Municipal Art 
Commission yoaseey notified the Park 
Department that they must cut down two 
great elms which for fifty years have 
marked the main portal of the Park be- 
cause they obstruct the view of the statue 
from Fifth Avenue, and they will be gone 
before the procession starts to-morrow. 
The reviewing stand will be close to the 
statue, and the parade, which is to form 
about the Washington Arch at 8:60 o'clock, 
will comprise large details of both regular 
and State troops. 

United States troops ordered to partici- 
pate will be under command of Col. W. E. 
pougherty, Eighth Infantry, and are the 
band and Companies E, F, G, and H, 
Eighth Infantry, Major R. F. Ames com- 
manding; two companies of Coast Artil- 
lery from Fort Hamilton, and two com- 
panies of Coast Artillery from Fort Wads- 
worth, the artillery to be commanded by 
Major L. H. Walker. Of the National 
Guard of New York the First Brigade and 
all the organizations attached to headquar- 
ters in Manhattan, except the Eighth Regi- 
ment and the Second Battery, will parade 
as escort to the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic. The Seeond Battery and Eighth Regi- 
ment will act as escort to the Grand Army 
of the Republic parade in the Bronx. 
Squadron A will act as escort to Major 
Gen. Roe, and the First Signal Corps will 
act as escort to Brig. Gen. George Moore 
Smith, commanding the First Brigade. 

John A. Dix Post, G. A. R., will hold its 
annual excursion on the North River on 
the Shrewsbury River steamer Albertina. 
The members will leave the Troy Line pier, 
near Christopher Street, at 12:30 o'clock 
and land at One Hundred and Fifty-fifth 
Street to participate in the exercises at the 
grave of the soidier and statesman whose 
name the post bears, in Trinity Cemetery 
at 2 o’clock when the principal address will 
be delivered by Borough President Cantor. 

The Hebrew Union Veterans’ Association 
will hold its annual memorial services in 
Temple Emanu-El, Fifth Avenue and For- 
ty-third Street, In the evening, when ad- 
dresses will be made by Gen. Stewart L. 
Woodford, Abraham Levy, and Rabbi Jo- 
seph Silverman. 

The annual outing and games of the Re- 
mublican Club of the Thirty-fourth Assem- 
ly District will take place at Wetzel's 
Point View Grove, College Point. Aqueduct 
Commissioner William H.Ten Eyck, George 
R. Manchester, and a large number of the 
members of the Republican County Com- 
mittee will participate.

WIRE PERFORMER FELL. 


William H. Hill, a performer on a wire in 
the new Aerial Circus, which had its open- 
ing night last evening in Olympia Field, 
One Hundred and Thirty-fifth Street and 
Lenox Avenue, fell while performing on the 
wire, which broke under him. He tumbled 
about forty feet into a tank of water only 
four feet deep. He was severely bruised, 
but not dangerously hurt. The police then 
stopped the performance, turning about 
500 persons out. \ 

Many of the feats performed in the ¢ircus 


are of the aerial kind, and to follow Hill 
was Henry Schreyer in a ride on a bicycle 
down an incline from a point about 100 feet 
high to the end of the incline, about 30 
feet high. Then the lets the bicycle fall 
and lands in the tank of water. 

Hill walked out on the wire which was 
stretched between two poles with platfirms. 
He was in civilian costume, but he dis- 
carded his outer clothes until he stood on 
the wire in tights. After going through a 
number of gyrations, he came out with a 
bed or cot, on which he was going to lie 
down while balancing it on the wire, As 
Hill got to this point the management 
stopped all music and noises to make the 
verformance more impressive. Besides the 
500 persons watching inside the inclosure, 
several hundred more were in the streets 
outside, who could see the performer above 
the fence. 

Hill had balanced the bed on the wire 
ard was about to lie down on it, when the 
wire broke. The bed fell one way and he 
another, but the bed landed on the ground, 
while Hill fell into the tank. 

As the man fell nearly everyone in the 
audience, which included a number of wo- 
men and girls, involuntarily cried out, some 
shrieking wildly, supposing the man had 
been killed. 


CAR SMASHES AN AMBULANCE. 


While responding to an ambulance call 
from Lexington Avenue and Thirty-second 
Street, received at Bellevue Hospital ‘at 
9:25 o’clock last night, an ambulance driven 
by Patrick Devens, in charge of Dr. War- 
ren, was run into by a northbound Third 
Avenue car at Thirty-second Street and 
was almost demolished. Dr. Warren was 
thrown from his seat and landed on his 
head against an elevated pillar. He was 


unconscious when picked up. Devens was 
badly bruised. The horse’s leg was broken 
and the animal was shot. 

Devens says that one hundred feet or so 
before he reached Third Avenue he sounded 
his gong as a warning to possible traffic 
on Third Avenue. The ambulance was just 
in the middle of the easterly tracks when 
a northbound car, William Rye, motorman, 
going at a rapid rate, smashed into the 
ambulance, striking it squarely in the 
middle. 

In the car all was confusion. Many of 
the passengers had been thrown from their 
seats to the floor and several women be- 
came hysterical. At the time of the acci- 
dent a lot of persons were coming from the 
Third Avenue Theatre, between the acts, 
and a crowd quickly gathered, So dense 
did it become that the police reserves of the 
East Thirty-fifth Street Station were called 
out.

NEW YORK CENTRAL PLAN 


Holding Company to Finance New 


Terminal Building. 


One Set of Plans for New Station Com- 
pleted—An Inside Demand for Com- 
petition for the Work. 


It was learned in Wall Street. yesterday 
that the New York Central Railroad pro- 
poses to form a holding company or syndi- 
cate which is to finance the building opera- 
tions necessitated by its proposed terminal 
improvements, It is understood that this 
holding compsny will take charge of the 
entire work of changing the terminal, and 
will guarantee to the New York Central 
a return of 4 per cent. per annum on all 
that portion of the new station which the 
railroad will not use, - 

The plans for the new station, which have 
been completed for some time, have been 
held up, and publication has been deferred 
in order to allow another building company 
to make a bid for the work. Originally it 
was intended to give the contract to a 
large corporation, which in turn was to or- 
ganize the holding company, but one of 
the Directors objected and asked that some 
one else should get a chance to put in a 
bid. It is understood that another large 
company is now preparing through its en- 
gineers a bid on the same plans and speci- 
fications on which the first company made 
its offer. 

These plans, it is understood, were drawn 
by a well-known firm of architects, who, 
among other things, designed the Madison 
Square Garden, and they provide for a sta- 
tion which, it is said, will surpass anything 
of its kind ever attempted, either here or 
abroad. The building will be as tall as 
any of the skyscrapers around town, but 
its tremendous proportions will detract 
from its height. The floor space is de- 
signed to take in several city blocks, with 
a waiting room so large that the present 
room will appear like an alcove in compari- 
son. 

The railroad will occupy as many of the 
floors as it needs, and the rest will proba- 
bly be used for hotel purposes. At one 
time the idea was entertained of providing 
a place of amusement within the walls, but 
this, it is understood, has been abandoned. 

The building will be provided with large 
entrances, anc perhaps a concourse or car- 
riage driveway will surround it. One of 
the features of one of the plans submitted 
involves building a tower which would be 
700 feet above the street level. 

The Board of Directors of the New York 
Central met yesterday, but did not consider 
the plans, so it was said. They elected the 
old officers, and transacted other routine 
business. It is known that the reconstruc- 
tion plans for the vards and tracks will be 
submitted to the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment at its next meeting. 


TO FACILITATE TRAFFIC. 


Rock Island Road to Introduce Symbal 
System in Moving Trains. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, May 28.—The Rock Island is 
preparing to introduce the symbol system 
on its road between Denver and the East 
in moving its freight trains. The system 
enables the making of much faster time 
than at present, and largely does away 
with the custom of allowing cars to be 
side-tracked for whole days at a time. 

Under this system advance notices are 
sent out by the Superintendents of all term- 
inals notifying them of the time of the 
arrival of the train, with an inventory of 
its cargo. The Superintendent then has 
his crew ready when the train arrives to 
at once continue it on to its destination. 


South Shore Railway Decision. 
MONTREAL, May 28.—Chief Justice Tait 
to-day gave a lengthy judgment denying 
the motion of Alfred Schiffer of New York 
to have the Directors of the South Shore 
Railway, which runs along the south shore 


of the St. Lawrence River, dismissed. The 
motion was particularly almed at Hiram A. 
Hodge of New York, Frank D. White of 
Rutland, Vt.; Percival Clement, and Dr. W. 
Seward Webb, and grew out of the Meyer 
syndicate troubles some time ago.

COLLEGE ATHLETES READY 


New Records Looked for at the 
Berkeley Oval To-day. 


Yale a Slight Favorite in the Champion- 
ship Meet, with Harvard a Close 
Second—Probable Winners. 


The usual meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Intercollegiate Association, 
Amateur Athletes of America, preliminary 


to the annual games, was held at the Fifth. 


Avenue Hotel last night, with the following 
members present: Columbia—President E. 
Stauffen; Harvard—W. C. Clarke; Prince- 
ton—F. L. Wright; Cornell—Romeyn Berry; 
University of Pennsylvania—J. C. Gilpin. 
Three members of the Advisory Committee, 
C. H. Sherrill of Yale, Thornton Gerrish of 
Harvard, and Murdock Kendrick of Penn- 
Sylvania were also present. 

There were no protests to be considered 
and the time of the committee was de- 
voted to drawing the positions in the vari- 
ous events for the preliminary heats to- 
day at Berkeley Oval. 

It is conceded that the honors of the in- 
tercollegiate championship meet, which be- 
gins to-day, lie between Yale and Har- 
vard, The showing made by the athletes 
of the Blue and the Crimson at their dual 
games last Saturday indicates that there 
is not a great margin between them. Har- 
vard is so close, however, that it will re- 
quire all the old-time pluck and luck that 
are proverbial of the sons of Eli to carry 
them through to victory. 

This was more than evident last night, 
when it became known that one of Yale's 
best men, Edward A. Deming, the half- 
mile runner, would be unable to compete. 
Deming is suffering from overstudy and 
too much athletic exercise. One of his 
feet is also lame owing to an injury re- 
ceived during.the hatf-mile run at the 
Yale-Harvard dual meet. His inability to 


run lessens Yale's chances of winning the 
meet by from three to five points. 

Harvard's athletes and followers realize 
that or point taken from Yale increases 
their likelihood of winning. As for Prince- 
ton and the other colleges, they only ex- 
pect to win in certain events in which their 
representatives are especially proficient. 
All of the track Captains concur in the be- 
Nef that many of the records will undergo 
changes when the finals are contested to- 
morrow. 

The peeiennsee heats in all of the events, 
with the exception of the one and two mile 
runs, will be held to-day. Duffey of George- 
town is generally looked upon as invincible 
in the sprint. Duffey, Shick, Westmey, and 
Moulton finished in that order last year in 
the 100 yards. If they all start there does 
not seem to be ony reason why this order 
should be changed. If Sears of Cornell 
starts he will cut in somewhere, probably 
forcing Westney into fourth instead of 
third place. 

Shick, Moulton, Lightner, and Dear seem 
the order for the 220 yards, though the Iat- 
ter may force his way up nearer to the 
front. If Sears of Cornell starts he will 
be the favorite for the event. 

The quarter-mile has a very crimson look, 
as Holland of Georgetown is not in the 
best of condition. Haigh, Clerk, and Dives 
should all be placed, though Warren of 
Cornell and Thompson of Amherst may win 
points but at the worst Harvard will nergly 
do less than to get a first and a thir 
out of this race, 

The half mile will be an interesting race. 
I. Orton, who-has been unning fast all this 
Spring, should get first for Pennsylvania, 
while Klaer, his mate, may get placed. Tay- 
lor of Amherst may win second place, or 

Taylor of Columbia may gain those points. 
On form the men should finish: I. Orton, 
Taylor of Amherst, Taylor of Columbia. 

he mile is another event in which noth- 
ing but a guess can be hazarded. Bowen of 
Pennsylvania will come near winning the 
event if he starts. Colwell of Harvard, or 
his mate, Walsh, should be second, with 
Poate of Cornell third. Camp of Cornell is 
about the only other man who seems to 
have speed enough to give him,a chance. 
Bowen, Colwell, Poate, and Walsh may be 
the order at the finish, it being understood 
that Colwell did not try hard in the mile 
at Yale because he wished to save himself 
for the two miles. 

The two-mile race will be as close as the 
mile. Bowen will probably start in the 
mile, and in that case Shutt of Cornell will 

robably win the two miles. Russell of 
ennsylvania will force him all the way, 
while Bowen, even after running the mile, 
will be about good enough to beat out 
Franchot of Yale, as Franchot has not 
shown ability to beat 9:50, while Bowen 
this season will do ciose to 9:40. Franchot 
should be fourth, though Colwell may beat 
him again as he did last Saturday. 

Clapp of Yale, Amsler of Pennsylvania, 
Blackmar of Williams. and Bird of Har- 
vard should be the order in the high hur- 
dles, while at the low barriers Clapp. Ams- 
ler, Bird, and Cairns of Cornell, or Thomas 
of Yale, should divide the points. 

The ne of winners is not quite so 
difficult in the field events. Glass of Yale 
should win the shot-put, with De Witt of 
Princeton second; Schoenfuss of Harvard 
third, and either saeer of Harvard or 
Porter of Cornell fourth. But the third and 
fourth places may develop into a good con- 
test, as several men have done over 42 feet. 
Beck of Yale is entered, which indicates 
that he is eligible. If so, he may again 
win the event, and he should at least tuke 
second for the Blue. 

De Witt of. Princeton, Shevelin of Yale, 
Harris of Yale, and ‘Vanduyne of Syracuse 
seem to be the order for the hammer throw. 

Hubbard of Amherst, Bowman of Yale, 
Fulton of Yale. and Foster of Amherst 
should score in this way for the broad jump 
if their records count for anything. 

Lowe of Syracuse and Kernan of Har- 
vard will fight.it out for first place in the 
high jump, with the chances in favor of 
the- present champion, Lowe. Serviss_ of 
Cornell. ‘Tooker of neeton, Porter of Cor- 
nell. Schofl of Johns Hopkins, and Brown 


of Pennsylvania have all shown about the 
same form the past ten days, as they have 
all done 5 feet 10 inches. 

It is impossible to pick anything like a 


winner for the pole vault. Gardiner of 
Syracuse has the best performance of the 

ear. as he has cleared 11 feet 6% inches. 
Gactanahan and Behr of Yale and Baird 
of Pennsylvania have done 11 feet 6 inches, 
while several others have done over 11 feet. 
Pole vaulting at best is a very erratic 
event, and any of the men in It who have 
cleared over 11 feet may win. Horton, the 
present champion, has not shown anything 
near his real form so far this season. 

The above summary of possible winners 
brings Yale out a winner, with Harvard 
second, the margin being about five points, 
Pennsylvania should be third, while Cor- 
nell, Amherst, and Syracuse will battle for 
fourth, with Princeton at the end. The 
meet, from every aspect, should be a rec- 
ord breaker. 


HACKETT WINS AT TENNIS. 


He Defeats Bostwick for West Side Club 
Championship. 


Three sets of excellent tennis were neces- 
sary yesterday to decide the winner of the 
champlonship singles in the tournament on 
the courts of the West Sides Tennis Club, 
One Hundred and Seventeenth Street and 
Amsterdam Avenue.

THE RESPONSIBILITY OF CITIZEN- 
SHIP. 

The Rey. DoNaLp Sace Mackay said 
@ wise thing in his sermon on Sun- 
day last which merits such emphasis 
as it may gain from republication. 
What especially commends itself to ap- 
proval is the following: ‘‘ The greatest 
menace to the life of this city Nes not in 
the hordes of foreign ignorance that are 
thronging our doors, but in the torpid 
indifference, the sluggish selfishness of 
those who, born and bred in the atmos- 
phere of American civil and religious lib- 
erty, are forgetful of their responsibili- 
ties to the larger life of the city.” 

This is not a new discovery. Probably 
@ great many people have expressed the 
Same thought in generally similar lan- 
guage; but it crystallizes a living truth 
which cannot be too often or too clearly 
proclaimed hy those who feel responsi- 
bility for the education of the people in 
whatever contributes to the moral up- 
lifting and the material well-being of 
New York. Whenever those of the popu- 
lation of this city who want good gov- 
ernment want it enough to vote for it, 
they get it. The forces which are con- 
trolled by the politicians of the Tam- 
many organization never have been and 
never will be strong enough to take New 
York away from the voters who are not 
controlled by any one, unless the iatter 
are 80 indifferent to the kind of govern- 
ment the city has that enough to turn 
the scale refrain from registering or ab- 
sent themselves from the polis on elec- 
tion days. 

If.this were a new truth it might star- 
tle those who are neglectful of the obli- 
gations of good citizenship into at least 
@ temporary interest in public affairs; 
Wut it is so well known and so obvious 
that those for whom it has most signifi- 
cance are likely to pay very little atten- 
tion to it. In the assurance that this is 
so, the politicians of the baser sort, who 
have learned from experience the invinci- 
bility of a well-organized minority, ex- 
pect to recover control of New York this 
year by reason of the difficulty of sus- 
taining the popular interest in good gov- 
ernment through two consecutive elec- 
tions. Whenever the people take an in- 
terest in an election it results disas- 
trousily for the professional politicians 
and their mercenary following. That 
this so seldom happens enables these to 
make their plans with confidence about 
eight years in every ten. 


LOOKING BACKWARD. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, in 
reply to a question in the House of Com- 
mons on Wednesday, said that the Gov- 
ernment had no intention of modifying 
the Finance bill to provide for preferen- 
tial duties on colonial products. This is 
the prompt and bitter ending of Mr. 
CHAMBERLAIN’s policy of a British pro- 
tective tariff. It was a bold and sensa- 
tional move on his part to formulate in 
@ public speech a Ministerial policy with- 
out the formality of consulting the Prime 
Minister and the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer. But it was a characteristic act. 
Very likely it was a challenge to the 
British electorate to withdraw its favor 
from Mr, Batrour and exhibit an un- 


‘ eontroliable enthusiasm for his Colonial 


Secretary. Had the stroke been as suc- 
cessful as it was audacious, had Mr. 
CHAMBERLAIN’s plan of preferential low 
duties on colonial products and high du- 
ties on foreign products caught the pop- 
ular fancy, one of two things might have 
happened. Either the present Ministry 
would have been forced to adopt the 
Chamberlain policy, or the present Min- 
istry would have been overthrown, and 
the new Ministry would have had Mr. 
CHAMBERLAIN for its thief. The curt and 
unsympathetic statement of the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer reveals no anx- 
jety whatever on the part of the Min- 
istry, and it would have been anxious 
had Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’s speech not fallen 
absolutely flat. 

Mr. Janvier, in his history competition 
article published in yesterday's Timers, 
recalls the Navigation act of 1651, with 
its amendment of 1660, which “ forbade 
the importation or exportation of goods 
into or from any of the English colonies 
ave in English ships commanded and at 
_ least three-fourths manned by Bnglish- 
men.” There was much more than this 

-4n the Navigation act, but its main pur- 
‘pose was to retain for Great Britain the 
trade of the colonies, a trade in which 
| Dutchmen and other sea-going persons 


ury. It seemed natural, proper, and wise 
to the men of that age to force trade into 
fixed channels by artificial means. Pro- 
hibitions and embargos were held to be 
the instruments by which prosperity was 
won. It/is still so in the twentieth cent- 
ury—in our own case, for instance, The 
people of the United Kingdom, however, 
have long since outgrown the fashions of 
the seventeenth century. Mr. CHAMBER- 
LAIN’s speech set forth a system of taxa- 
tion quite too reactionary for the enlight- 
ened public to which he appealed. The 
Birmingham statesman is exceedingly 
able. He is supposed to be adroit. But 
in this case he does not seem to have 
been a good judge of British public opin- 
ion. 


REVOLUTION, OR REACTION ? 


That is a queer story that comes from 
St. Petersburg by way of Berlin, and 
sets forth that a “revolutionary plot” 
has been discovered among the higher of- 
ficers of the army. The higher officers 
of the army, and the officers of the 
army in general, are precisely the class 
of Russians, as the officials in ,eeneral 
are the only class, who might be expect- 
ed to approve the actual constitution of 
Russian society. Hducation for military 
or official purposes is the only kind of 
education that is really encouraged in the 
empire, and you would no more expect 
revolutionary doctrine from that source 
than from West Point or Annapolis. 

It is quite as likely that the “ plot” is 
reactionary as that it is revolutionary, 
that the evidence the Czar has given of 
his desire to modernize and pacify Rus- 
sia has infuriated those whose class in- 
terest it is to keep Russia barbarous and 
disturbed. When an officer of the guards 
confesses that he had decided to murder 
the prosecutor of the Holy Synod it is 
quite as fair a presumption that that of- 
ficial was a humane and enlightened 
functionary as that he was a ruthless 
oppressor. Officers of the Russian Army 
constitute about the only class of Rus- 
sians who are not entitled to become rev- 
olutionists by reason of the intolerable- 
ness of their condition. 


QUEER JEALOUSY. 

We should like to know as clearly as 
they are themselves able to define it the 
objection the youngsters in the Columbian 
University at Washington have to tak- 
ing their degrees becallke a woman has 
been chosen by the Faculty for the de- 
gree of Doctor of Civil Laws. 

It seems that Mrs. Emma REBA BAILEY 
is a member of a class of nine. The Fac- 
ulty, who have the authority and the 
responsibility in the matter, have decided 
that she is entitled to the degree men- 
tioned, the highest in the gift of the 
university. Thereupon seven of her fel- 
low-students announce that, if this is 
done, they will not appear to accept their 
own lesser degrees. The eighth, a son 
of the Peruvian Minister, Mr. CALDERON, 
refuses to join his mates in this extraor- 
dinary conduct. It does not appear that 
the objection lies to studying law with a 
woman, for Mrs. BatLey has already 
taken the degree of Master of Laws. It 
can apparently have nothing to do with 
theories of the “‘ proper sphere”"’ of wo- 
man, for the successful aspirant for uni- 
versity honors bears the title of Mistress, 
and is ex officio to be ranked with the 
conservatives. It can hardly be that the 
recalcitrant students wish to discredit 
the capacity or fairness of the Faculty, 
for they are quite willing to trust the 
Faculty in the matter of their own de- 
grees provided Mrs. Battery is shut out 
from a higher one. The President of the 
Law School is not disturbed by what, in 
the other sex, we should call this wo- 
manish demonstration and is willing to 
let the protesting students get their de- 
grees elsewhere if they can. 


PENNYPACKER INDORSED. 

Political platforms are often menda- 
cious, sophistical, and dull. We have 
rarely seen in any platform of a party 
convention, however, a resolution so con- 
spicuously absurd as this, which was 
adopted by the Pennsylvania Republic- 
ans in their State Convention on Wednes- 
day: 

We heartily commend the wise, fearless, 
able, and patriotic administration of Sam- 
UBL W. PENNYPACKER, Governor of our 
great Commonwealth. He has been con- 
scientious in the discharge of the duties of 
his high office and merits the approval of 
our people. 

To call Gov. PENNYPACKER wise is to 
make a grossly improper use of a most 
respectable English adjective. To say 
that he is fearless can be true only if it 
be added that it is the public et 
and ridicule of which he is not afraid. 
To say that he is able is permissible 
only with the qualification that if he be 
able in some departments of intellec- 
tual activity, he is pusillanimous in oth- 
ers. To call his administration patriotic 
is a frightful misuse of language, since 
a patriot at the head of a State Govern- 
ment would be incapable of acts tending 
to bring the Commonwealth into disre- 
pute and to make its people ashamed of 
their State.

RELIANCE’S THIRD VICTORY. 

It may almost be said, in the language 
of Dogberry, to be ‘ proved already” 
that Reliance is a better boat than Co- 
lumbla, “and it will go near to be 
thought so shortly.”

Certainly no better weather could be 
hoped for than that in which the Re- 
liance has successively made thirty miles 
in a little over three hours and twenty- 
five miles in a little more than two and 
a half. It is quite true that the water 
was smooth, But neither the challenger 
nor the defender can really desire rough 
water, on the chance cf showing that his 
boat is less bad, for there is no “ better’ 
in the case, as a sea boat, than the other. 

Meanwhile we have to acknowledge, 
with becoming emotions, the generous 
and sportsmanlike offer by the German 
Emperor of a cup to be sailed for by the 
New York Yacht Club. As a yachtsman 
the Emperor is an exemplary character, 
and that not least because he has never 
encouraged the building of freaks, but 
when he ordered a racing yacht, had her 
indeed sparred for racing, but insisted 
that she must be first of all a yacht and 
not a racing machine. 


FOREIGN LANGUAGES 


+ SCHOOLS. 

By the action of the Board of Bduca- 
tion, confirming that of the Board of 
Superintendents, the study of foreign 
languages in the elementary schools is 
now limited to the last year, and in that 
year the pupil may take French or Ger- 
man as an elective, or may take instead 
Latin or stenography. 

This is undoubtedly a wise decision as 
far as it goes. If foreign tongues were 
to be taught at all thoroughly, it would 
be better that they be introduced at as 
early a stage of attendance at the schools 
as possible, for much is gained by early 
familiarity secured through intelligent 
teaching. But for the great body of the 
pupils of the schools a language other 
than their own is of practically no use, 
and the introduction of the study of one 
takes time and work and money that 
should be devoted to something more val- 
uable and valuable to all alike. It is 
hard enough at best to get into the 
course all that ought to be there for the 
average scholar, and the injection of an 
element that is in more senses than one 
an is injurious rather than helpful. 
By making the study elective in the last 
year ample provision is made for all pu- 
pils to whom it can by any possibility 
be of real service. It is questionable 
whether, even under these conditions, the 
time and labor could not be better in- 
vested,

THE CAPE COD PILGRIM MEMORIAL. 
In these days of remembering and pcr- 
petuating important events in our his- 
tory there is a modest movement for a 
monument that should appeal, we should 
say, with much force to all men of New 
England descent and to others who hold 
at its true value the ideal of “ ordered 
liberty’ set up nearly three centuries 
ago on the stormy coast of Cape Cod. 

It was in the harbor of Provincetown, 
at the end of Cape Cod, that the May- 
flower came to anchor on the llth of 
November, 1620, and the Pilgrims adopt- 
ed the famous compact that reads as fol- 
lows: “In ye name of Gop. Amen. We, 
whose names are underwritten, * * * 
have undertaken for ye glorie of Gop, 
and advancement of ye Christian faith, 
and honour of our King and countrie, a 
voyage to plant ye first Colonie in ye 
northern parts of Virginia, do by these 
presents solemnly and mutually, in the 
presence of Gop, and one of another, 
covenant and combine ourselves together 
into a civill body politick, for our better 
ordering and preservation and further- 
“ance of ye ends aforesaid; and by virtue 
hereof, to enacte, constitute, and frame 
such just and equall lawes, ordinances, 
acts, constitutions, and offices, from time 
to time as shall be thought most meete 
and convenient for the generall good of 
the Colonie, unto which we promise all 
due submission and obedience.” 

On High Pole Hill, the highest point 
in Provincetown, the town has set apart 
a site for a stone column, 200 feet above 
the hill and some 300 feet above the sea 
level, to commemorate the arrival of the 
Pilgrims. Money has been appropriated 
by the Massachusetts Legislature to

——Of all the explenations, grave and gay, 
that have now been offered by our corre- 
spondents in kindly answer to our inquiry 
about the origin of ‘“‘He mekes no bones,” 
the palm for plausibility and adequacy 
must be accorded to that of “‘K. L. B.,” 
who said that the “ bones” to which the 
inventors and first users of the phrase re- 
ferred were those of the great Jon 
Narizr--not his distinctly personal and 
private bones, but the numbered rods de- 
vised by him to assist his benighted con- 
temporaries in performing the simpler 
operations cf arithmetic. That, now, is a 
really nable suggestion, ‘‘ NAPIER's bones " 
were highly regarded, in their remote day, 
by a very iarge number of people, and 
their employment was common enough in 
some parts of Great Britain to make it pos- 
sible that those who didn’t need such aid 
were regarded by others as rash and hasty 
persons. So ‘‘he made no bones’ might 
easily enough have come to mean exactly 
what it means to us to-day. The only 
trouble with this charming explanation is 
the somewhat serious one that it isn’t true 
~—that the phrase had been current for 
years and years before Napimr’s ‘ Rab- 
dologia ’’ was published. The book of that 
name appeared in 1617, and before that 
date “bones” could not have meant 
Napier's calculating rods, while at least 
as early as the sixteenth, and perhaps aa 
early as the fifteenth, century, the locu- 
tion wag a “cliché’’ known to everybody 
in need of a ready-made ornament for 
writing or conversation. Thus again is it 
proved that plausibility and adequacy, 
while excellent qualities in any explana- 
tion, must be viewed with deep suspicion 
when they are the charactcristics of a so- 

lution of a problem like this one. 


—A new grievance against steam as the 
banisher of sailing vessels from the sea is 
presented by a British medical writer in 
explaining why the popularity of ocean 
voyages as a therapeutic measure has so 
much declined in recent years. Of course 
the sea air is as good as ever, and sea 
food is very mvuch better than it used to 
be, but, according to this authority, there 
can be no comparison, from the health 
seeker’'s point of view, between the two 
methods of transit. The sailing ship gave 
months of varied experience in reaching 
its distant destination, while steamship 
journeys are brief and monotonous. The 
vibrations and odors of the steamer, too, 
and its indifference to the direction of 
wind and wave, make seasickness more 
severe and more prolonged than it is on 
vessels moved by sail. There is something 
in these and other crguments presented by 
the British doctor, but his lamentations 
are exaggerated, if not entirely unjustified, 
for, as a matter of fact, steam has not 
banished sails from any ocean, and the 
invalid who chooses one of the best of the 
modern deep-water sailing ships can get 
everything he ever could, except the doubt- 
ful advantage of having a large company 
of fellow-passengers. It is a mistake to 
suppose that water travel must nowadays 
be by steamer. It is almost always both 
cheaper and more convenient to do it, but 
anybody who has desire or need to journey 
in the old-fashioned way will usually find 
the opportunity if he looks for it in the 
right places. The real reason, however, 
why few invalids are now sent to sea is 
probably the advance of medical science 
ond consequent better treatment ashore. 
Still, there are maladies and morbid condi- 
tions for which the air and rest of an 
ocean voyage are excellent remedies, and 
there should be no delusicn as to the pres- 
cnt impossibility of securing them on sail- 
ing vessels as well as on steamers. 


— To argue, as The London Times does 
by direct implication, that M. pe PLEHVE 
did send to the Governor of Bessarabia 
the horrible letter recently published, for 
the reason that the Governor acted exactly 
as if he had received just such a letter, 
will have the appearance of very quecr 
logic, even for those of us who lack the 
slightest inclination to defend Russian 
officials, high or low. Of course, the argu- 
ment is not so bad in Russia as it would 
be anywhere else, where Governors are 
under the direct and stern control of the 
central authority, and act without orders 
as rarely as they act in yiolation of them. 
But even in Russia such evidence as this 
is not convicting, and it is a mistake to 
treat it as if it were. Unfair advocacy 
often injures the best of causes.

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CHAPTER VY. 


OUR FIRST REFORM GOVERNOR. 


LTHOUGH the English had ac- 
quired New Netherland, nominally, 
by force of arms, they were far 

from treating New York as a conquered 
province. On the contrary, with the 
change in the ownership of our colony 
there came a very pleasing change in 
the administration of its affairs. Col. 
Richard Nicolls, who was our first Eng- 
lish Governor, managed matters so wise- 
ly that the transition from the old to the 
new order of thiigs was made easily and 
was most noticeable in agreeable ways, 
And it also was made slowly. A good 
part of a year was suffered to pass be- 
fore the City Government was reorgan- 
ized, to make it conform to English cus- 
toms, by substituting for the Burgomas- 
ters and Schepens and the Schout a 
Board of Aldermen and a Mayor; and 
even then most of the old city officers 
simply continued to carry on the Gov- 
ernment under new names. The instru- 
ment by which that change was effected 
bears date June 12, 1665, and is known 
as the Nicolls Charter. It enlarged the 
authority of the City Government and 
was the beginning of our civic liberties 
and rights. What made it especially 
welcome at that time was the practical 
assurance which it gave that New York 
was to be treated not as a commercial 
investment, as the Dutch had treated 
New Netherland, but as a colony which 
deserved and which was to be given a 
fostering care. 

The most notable outcome of that fos- 
tering policy was the making of a law 
in the year 1678 that was known as the 
Bolting act. By its provisions no millers 
in the colony outside of this city were 
permitted to grind flour for market, and 
no persons in the colony outside of this 
city were permitted to pack flour or to 
make biscuit for export; with the result 
that the export trade in what are called 
“ breadstuffs"’ was thrown entirely into 
the hands of the millers and the mer- 
chants of New York, The country peo- 
ple, naturally, objected strongly to this 
Jaw, which gave to the city people such 
great privileges at their expense; and at 
last, in the year 1694, they succeeded in 
getting it repealed. Blut during the six- 
teen years that it remained in force the 
city increased in wealth and in popula- 
tion by leaps and bounds. The revenues 
rose from £2,000 to £5,000, and the num- 
ber of houses rose from 384 to 988. Ina 
word, the city more than doubled in 
wealth and in size, 

And the Bolting act did still more for 
us. The sea trade that it developed— 
mainly with the West Indies—established 
on a firm foundation the foreign com- 
merce of New York. Our civic arms, 
granted in the year 1682, came to us in 
the midst of that period of great pros- 
perity and commemorate it, The beaver 
is the emblem of our e@rly fur trade; the 
windmill sails and the flour barrels are 
the emblems of the vast expansion of our 
commerce by our flour trade; while the 
“supporters ""—the Indian, from whom 
the furs were bought, and the sailor, who 
navigated the trading ships—repeat the 
meaning of the shield.* The arms, as a 
whole, show the sources whence the in- 
flow of our sea wealth began. 

Still another good thing came to New 
York in that time of energetic expansion. 
On the 22d of April, 1686, the city re- 
ceived a new and very liberal charter— 
that is known as the Dongan Charter, 
because it was granted while Gov, Don- 
gan held office—that still farther ex- 
tende@ the personal and commercial 
privileges of the citizens, and that still 
farther helped to increase the city’s very 
rapidly growing foreign and domestic 
trade. 

But there was another side, and not a 
pleasant side, to the great prosperity 
that came to our city in those early Eng- 
lish times. Our citizens abused their 
newly gained liberties and fell into evil 
ways. Even in referring to what is 
styled, but very erroneously, the “ drow- 
sy” period of the Dutch domination, no 
one has ventured the suggestion that 
anybody ever went to sleep when there 
was a bargain to be made; and in the 
time with which I am now dealing— 
when the English had been in possession 
of New York for twenty years and more 
—exceeding wide-aw@keness was the 
rule. Had. they stopped at mere bar- 
gainmaking, our citizens would have 
been within their rights; but—I am sorry 
to say—a good many of them took to 
cheating the revenue laws by smuggling, 
and some of them sent out ships to trade 
with pirates for stolen goods, and some 
of them fairly became pirates them- 
selves. All of which, even making allow- 
ances for the times in which they lived, 
goes to show that a great Many very 
hard characters lived in this city two 
hundred years ago. In the Dutch times 
there had been some excuse for breaking 
the revenue laws, because those laws 
were oppressively severe. Under the 
English laws that excuse did not hold; 
and trading with pirates and piracy of 
course admitted of no excuse at all. 

Col. Benjamfn Fletcher was appointed 
Governor of New York in the year 1692, 


and to his. weakness a large pgrt of the 
evildoing of that Glanteaitabiiparind 


to be ascribed, By him trading licenses 
were granted to ships which everybody 
knew were to engage in “the Red Sea 
trade,”’ as trading with the pirates po- 
litely was called; by him privateering 
commissions were given to ships which 
everybody knew were going to.sea as 
pirates pure and simple; under his gov- 
ernment smuggling was carried on by the 
leading merchants of the city—and he 
granted the licenses and he permitted the 
smuggling because he was bribed. 

Such a state of affairs could not be al- 
lowed to continue—and it was not al- 
lowed to continue—a Governor was 
sent out from England in Fletcher's 
place who brought up the pirate traders 
and the pirates and the smugglers with 
a round turn. That Governor was Rich- 
ard Coote, Lord Bellomont; and of all 
the Governors who ruled New York dur- 
ing the English domination I think that 
he was the strongest and the bravest and 
the best. - 

Lord Bellomont arrived in New York 
and took up his commission as Governor 
April 2, 1698. He then was sixty-two 
years old; but he still had in him a lot 
of fighting strength, and he put every 
bit of that fighting strength ir‘o the re- 
forming work that he had to dv. In one 
of his speeches in the Provincial Assem- 
bly he said: “‘I will pocket none of the 
public money myself, nor shill there be 
any embezzlement by others’’—and in 
those words he struck the keynote of the 
policy that he held fast to until the end. 

By one of those perverse twists of fort- 
un: that come sometimes Lord Bello- 
mont’s first effort to break up piracy 
turned out badly. It actually resulted in 
setting afloat a most notorious pirate— 
Capt. William Kidd! At that time Capt. 
Kidd was a respectable seaman who 
commanded a packet-ship sailing be- 
tween this port and London, His home 
when in this city was in Hanover Square 
—quite the Court end of the town in those 
days. Because he was so respectable 
and such a good shipmaster, he was giv- 
en the command of an armed vessel sent 
out to capture all the pirates he could 
find, and to break up “the Red Sea 
trade.” But instead of doing what he 
was sent to do, he turned pirate himself. 
I am satisfied that he was forced by his 
crew into making that very radical 
change in his plans, and I am sure that 
he did not want to.be a pirate at all; but 
he certainly did become one, and when 
at last he was caught he very properly 
was hanged. Lord Bellomont was placed 
in an awkward position by the failure of 
his plan, and some people went so far as 
to say that he was Kidd’s partner and 
had hoped to share Kidd's stealings—a 
charge that was absolutely false. 

There were political complications in 
this matter, and in connection with the 
whole of Lord Bellomont’s administra- 
tion, growing out of the Hanoverian 
succession in England and out of the ex- 
ecution of Leisler in New York in Gov. 
Sloughter’s time. Those are matters 
which cannot properly be discussed here. 
Nor do I think that they need be dis- 
cussed. The main reason why Lord Bel- 
lomont was so hated In New York—and 
he was hated here~—was not a political 
reason; it simply was the evil resentment 
of a scandalous community against the 
strong man who was determined to, and 
who did, bring its scandalous doings to 
anend. In making his reforms the Gov- 
ernor had to fight against the members 
of his own Council, against the provin- 
cial officials who were in office when he 
took up his Government, and against al- 
most all of the merchants of the city. 
Practically everybody was opposed to 
him. “I am obliged to stand entirely 
upon my own legs. My assistants hinder 
me, the people oppose me, and the mer- 
chants threaten me.” That was the way 
in which he himself summed up the situ- 
ation in a letter to the King. 

One instance will suffice to show what 
gort of a fight he had to make and how 
he made it. When the ship Fortune, a 
notorious Red Sea trader, came into port 
the Governor ordered the Port Collector, 
Chidley Brooke, to seize her cargo of 
stolen goods instantly. Brooke made no 
attempt to make the seizure until the 
next miorning—and in the night-time 
most of the ship’s cargo was brought on 
shore. Being in a fine temper over this 
evasion of his orders, the Governor guve 
Brooke a practical lesson in the meaning 
of the word “instantly” by whisking 
him out of his Collectorship neck and 
heels. Stephanus van Cortlandt was ap- 
pointed in his place, and one Monsay 
was appointed Searcher, and the latter 
Was sent flying off to seize the pirate 
plunder in the house of the merchant, 
Van Sweeten, who had taken it in. A 
constable was ordered to accompany 
Monsay; but each of three constables 
sent for, in turn, managed to be missing 
at the moment when his services were 
required. Finally, when a constable was 
found and the seizure was attempted, a 
regular mutiny broke out among the 
merchants—-who flocked to Van Sweet- 
en’s house and hustled the two officers 
into a broilingly hot loft under the roof 
and there locked them fast. For three 
hours they were imprisoned, and they

Great Interest in History Contest 
Shown Among Them. 


Teachers Encourage the Children in 
Many Ways, and They Are Eager 
for the Final Day. 


A teacher of English in one of the school 
dietricts in which the foreign-born element 
largely predominates writes to THmn New 
York Times that he believes Mr. Gross, 
the President of the City Teachers’ Asso- 
clation, is mistaken in thinking that the 
greatest interest in the New York City 
History Competition is being taken in the 
districts in which there is the largest per- 
centage of pupils of native parentage. 

“It may be true, as Mr. Gross says,” he 
states, ‘“fhat in the so-called ‘ American 
districts,’ the pupils of the public schools 


; 4re receiving more encouragement from 


their parents to enter the competition than 
is given by parents to pupils of those 
schools which are situated in districts 
where there is a large percentage of for- 
eign-born citizens, but in these latter dis- 
tricts the teachers, appreciating the oppor- 
tunity which the competition affords to 
familiarize their scholars with the history 
of the city and thereby develop in them an 
affection for its institutions and a pride in 
its welfare which will tend to make them 
better citizens, are supplying that stim- 
ulus which may be lacking in the home. 
The ‘American districts’ must look to 
their laurels or there may be a great sur- 
prise in store for them.” 

Many of the teachers have been encour- 
aging their pupils to keep scrapbooks on 
the competition, not only for the benefit 
these will be to them in preparing their 
essays, but for future reference. In these 
Serapbooks the pupils paste the articles 
written by Mr, Janvier and the comments 
made by Tue Times on the competition. 
Later they will write in the books their 
Own essays, and then they will have a com- 
plete record of the contest. In later life 
these books will be an interesting souvenir 
of an event of importance in their school 
days. 

From all parts of the eity information 
comes to THe Times of the interest of 
teachers and pupils in the competition. W. 
B. Gunnison, Principal of Erasmus Hall 
High School of Brooklyn, in speaking of 
the interest in his school, Baid: 

“If the competition had come a Mttle 
earlier, I would have had the essay to be 
based upon Mr. Janvier’s articles substi- 
tuted for the term essay in my school. It 
Came somewhat too late for that, but I 
have instructed the teachers of English to 
give all their pupils as much encourage- 
ment and assistance as they possibly can. 

“ There is no doubt that the young people 
are deeply interested. This was manifest 
yesterday morning at recess when ‘five or 
six of the pupils transgressed the rule 
which prohibits them from leaving the 
grounds during recess. The boys left «he 
grounds and were missing when the session 
began. They all came in together and were 
trought before me. They offered as an 
excuse that they had left in search of 
copies of THz Times with the Janvier ar- 
ticles, and as they had the papers with 
them to prove their assertion, I had to ac- 
cept the excuse.” 


INTEREST AMONG THE PUPILS. 


William L. Ettinger, Ph: D., Principal of 
Public School No. 1, Oliver and Henry 
Streets, has been preparing “to be trans- 
ferred to Public School 147, and could not 
personally take so much interest in Tur 
TimEs'’s competition, he explained, as he 
would have liked to do. He said he had re- 
ferred it with his commendation to the 
clase teachers, to whom the representative 
of Tne Times might talk. Miss Agnes M. 
Walker, teacher of the 7A boys, (that is, 
boys in the firet term of the seventh, or 
last year,) suid that her pupils were en- 
thusiastic, and every one had a copy of 
the Janvier articles each morning. They 
were reading the articles with great pleas- 
ure.

“When does the competition close?” 
asked Mr. Clarke 

“ June 1 to 8,”’ was the answer in chorus. 
Every boy seemed to know all about the 
competition. 

Miss Walker, who had the Chinese boy 
as one of her pupils last term, said that he 
was one of the best pupils she had, and had 
written very fine compositions. He will be 
a competitor in Tue Times's competition. 

Public School No. 40, East Twentieth 
Street, has for its Principal Albert Shiels, 
who was formerly the American represen- 
tative in Ecuador. He has a school of some 
1,200 boys, and they are as bright a lot as 
can be found anywhere. They have gone 
into THE TiImMEs’s competition with the same 
vim that they display in their athletic 

mes. Mr. Shiels sald that he had re- 
tered the matter to his teacher of English, 
William K. Franklin, and Mr. Franklin 
would tell what he was doing. 

The four upper grades of Public School 
No. 40 are conducted on the departmental 
system, that is, the teachers have special- 
ties just as they have in high schools, and 
Mr. Franklin teaches English to four 
Glasses. He said he had substituted Mr. 
Janvier's articles for the regular work for 
the week. The boys will read the articles 
and then write compositions on them. 

“The competition,”” said Mr. Franklin, 
“is an excellent drill in civic history and 
composition, and has aroused more en- 
thusiasm in all the classes than anything 
that we have had before. Our pupils are 
all putting forth their best efforts, and it 
will be singular if we do not win one of the 
prizes.”

To Escape Predicted Tornado 8,000 
Blacks Flee from Pine Bluff, Ark.

PINE BLUFF, Ark., May 28.—Eight 
thousand negroes at least have deserted this 
city, and will stay away until Saturday or 
longer, as the result of Ellen Jefferson's 
prophecy that the place will be destroyed 
by tornado to-morrow. The two railroads 
have sold an aggregate of $3,300 worth of 
tickets for from 18 to 61 cents each to those 
who desired to get beyond the reach of the 
storm. 

The prophetess says that God told her to 
warn all the falthful to go at least six 
miles from Pine Bluff. The storm is sched- 
uled to wipe Pine Bluff off the map at ex- 
actly 5 o’clock to-morrow afternoon, Only 
about 700 negroes are ieft in town, and 
some of them are on the verge of flight. 
The prophetess is in jail at Little Rock 
awaiting examination as to her sanity. 
The craze she started will cost the city and 
surrounding country. not less than ,000. 
For ten days there have been heavy rains 
on the U r Arkansas River and in this 
vicinity. e riyer is —e Hick’s Al- 
manac says tiere will be heavy rains at 
this time of the month. 

Last Friday some boys for a joke fast- 
ened a white pigeon to the hands of the 
town clock an rew some geese down the 
tower. A thousand negroes stood on the 
square with bulging eyes, and believed the 

rophetess had foretold the event, All of 
hese things have served to increase the 
unreasoning fear of the negroes. A small 

rcentage of white persons ‘have become 
nfected. Only one negro preacher has had 
the nerve to denounce the prophecy, while 
others stay at their posts, afraid to ex- 

ress their opinion for fear their fleein 
Plocks will spossess them. At a tria 
this morning of forty negro witnesses who 
had been subpoenaed, omly one appeared. 
To-day has been cloudy, and further aug- 
mented the exodus. 

Baggage and freight cars are utilized by 
the negroes, who put together their few 
household goods in cracker boxes and other 
packages. The station agents have run 
out of baggage checks, and are using or- 
dinary shipping tags,

The damage to the stock market by the 
cotton speculation which had been looked 
for on this side the ocean arrived yes- 
terday from the other side. A loser in 


' Liverpool was compelled to sell Rio Tin- 


to, and the London settlement day coin- 
cided: with a fali in the price of copper 
metal. The combined effect was to add 
Amalgamated’s weight to the depressing 
influence of continued liquidation in 
Rock Island. Together they would have 
hurt a stronger market than yesterday's, 
Which sagged all day, a dispirited rally 
at the end having little effect upon the 
day’s net changes. They were almost 
uriiformly downward, an advance of 1% 
in Reading second prefered being the 
only noteworthy exception. Rock Island 
stock, an eigth of 
the day’s total business being done in its 
stock alone and at a decline of 1. Amal- 
gamated lost 3%-on much less business. 
Both classes of St. Paul were among ‘the 
weak ones, Consolidated Gas seems to 
have struck a range below 200, and there 
Was no strength in the Pacifics. It was 
“a bad day to float the National Mexican 
scheme. No attempt was made to sup- 
port it against the market, and it reacted 
both with the market and upon the max- 
im to sell upon announcements of good 
néws. The common rose and the pre- 
ferred fell, which is mentioned for what 
it may be worth as the Street’s judg- 
ment upon the details of the scheme. 
There was a-considerable gain in activity 
“at the expense of values,’’ according to 
the stereotyped phrase. The same is true 
of the bond market. There was no move- 
ment in Steel 5s, but Rock Island 4s, 
Union Pacific convertibles, and Wabash 


Bs all lost good fractions. 
The price movement was all there was 


to the market, and the day's business 
contributed no answer to the only ques- 
tion universally asked, ‘“‘ Who is selling 
an@ why?” The crop news was good, and 
the labor situation was no worse. The 
freight handlers’ strike hangs fire, but 
the packers accepted a reduction of their 
demands by 2 cents per hour vpon the 
firm front shown by their employers. 
Forecasts of the bank statement—a day 
early upon account of the Saturday holi- 
aday—were of the same general character 
as last week. A free movement of cash 
from the interior more than offsets the 
effect of gold exports and loss to the Sub- 
Treasury, and the loans item will be the 
controlling and unknown factor. Yes- 
terday’s export of gold to Canada will 
show chiefly in next week’s statement, 
which promises to be further adversely 
affected through considerable gold ex- 
ports, as sterling is obstinately strong, 
and the supply of bills is inadequate to 
reduce it. The banking situation in Eng- 
land is much like that here.~ Fresh re- 
sources are hard to get, the pressure for 
loans continues, and the situation, while 
not bad, is not improving. The reduc-

stand’ is good, additional moisture is heed- 
ed. In Indiana the ent rains have helped 
the crop, which previously had retrograded. 
In Illinois the outlook is good, although in 
some sections the yield will be consider- 
ably reduced. In the greater part of Ken- 
tucky and in some parts of. Tentiessee the 
crop is retarded by the drought, which still 
continues, though in the western part of 
Kentucky recent showers have greatly im- 
Proved conditions. In Missouri and Kansas 
there has been’ an-abundance of rain. In 
Northern Texas the crop is improved, but 
in the central and southern sections'of the 
State where harvesting is\ now progress- 
ing, the yield is estimated at only two- 
thirds of last year. 


FEATURES OF THE MARKET. 


The developments dn in yesterday’ & market, 
which was weak from beginning to end— 
the late rally being but half-hearted—con- 
vinced doubting ones in the Street that 
despite the recent enormous gelling of long 
Stock liquidation is not yet‘complete. ‘While 
it is not welcome to the bulls, and though 
the bears may undtly emphasize it, it must 


be set out as a fact hevertheless that the 
bulk oftyesterday’s selling was undoubtedly 
of long stcckh, With London and Ganadian 
interests joir ing the local people, who were 
forced, or deemed it advisable, to sell, Such 
stocks as General Electric, which declined 
over 83'points; Pullman Palace Car, whose 
loss also was 3; Consolidated Gas, Ameri- 
can Telegraph and . Telephone, and New 
York Air Brake, are clearty not issues that 
appeal to would-be short sellers; while in 
respect to such standard stocks as St. Paul, 
New York Central; and Pennsylvania, it is 
agreed that he would be more than an or- 
dinarily daring operator who would venture 
t» sell these securities at the present level. 
Especially so is this true of Pennsylvania, 
backed as it now is by a syndicate of great 
resoufces and power. Yet all of these is- 
sues sold dGwn materially during the day, 
and, though the more active ones rallied 
somewhat teward the close, the final fig- 
ures did not make an encouraging showing 
for the bulls, 


Some bankers there are in the Street who 
do not hesitate to declare that this is a 
liquidating market, and that from this time 
on until after the Presidential election 
stocks will be for sale on every show of 
strength, the belief being that the Presi- 
dential contest will of itself tend to unset- 
Ue business and make capital timid and 
se ea pending the final result. These 

bankers, it may be said, are of opinion that 
already the “turn”’ in the business world 
has come and that the present market de- 
cline is nothing other than a discounting of 
the poorer times to come. On the other 
hand, there are other bankers of equal 
standing and importance as those already 
referred to, who say they see no signs of 
any “‘tvyrn’”’ or any end to the present 
prosperity and who, though inclined to wel- 
come stock market inactivity for some 
time—Gppcsing themselves to any effort to 
make a bull market—insist nevertheless 
that at present prices the market has dis- 
counted a.very great deal that is unfavora- 
ble and is therefore at an attractive level 
for investors. 


Between these contrary opinions—one pes- 
simistic, the other hopeful—the trading éle- 
ment in the Street is much at sea, and is 
becoming more so as the steady outpour- 
ing of stocks centinues. As one facetious 
individual remarks, the market is selling 
“mystery ou,’ the mystery being who are 
the heavy sellers—whence comes the ever- 
pressing stream of long stock. That it is 
not the “ little men ”’ every one understands 
and appreciates. They long since have been 
shaken cut, It is rich men who are suf- 
fering, but exactly what rich men is not 
certain. Without question some of the 
beyond a doubt

Grande. 


Gould brokers were open buyers of Mis- 
sourl Pacific, which was one of the 
strongest stocks on the list. The gossip 
continues that Mr. Gould is getting ready 


to announce his plans of a greater Mis- 
souri Pacific system. 


It was reported on the Street yesterday 
that the May net earnings of the Steel 
Trust will exceed $13,000,000. The stocks 
of the corporation were strong all day, de- 
spite the further cut reported in pig iron. 


Commission houses are deserted these 
days, except by a few “left over’’ mar- 


ginites. The remaining public absolutely 
refuses to be drawn into the market,

MOVEMENT OF CURRENCY. 


Discussing the movement of currency 
during the week Dow, Jones & Co. say: 

The principal movements of currency for the 
five days ended May 27 indicate that the banks 
gained thereby $561,600, 

They received from the interior $6,451,000 and 
sent to the interior $1,812,500, of which $200,000 
was transferred through the Sub-Treasury to 


New Orleans. The gain from the interior was 
$4,638,600. 

New gold was received to the amount of $928,- 
500, of which $622,100 was on New York Assay 
Office checks, $196,500 on San Francisco Mint 
checks and telegraphic transfers, and $109,900 on 
Seattle Assay Office checks. 

Gold exports were $3,462,600, of which $906,900 
went to Paris in bars, $305,700 in Berlin in bars, 
and $2,250,000 to Argentina in coin.

The Mayor adds he finds that Mr. Sturgis 
gave orders that this opinion of the Cor- 
poration -Counsel must thereafter be the 
guide of the department, and that if a con- 
trary View was subsequently taken as to 
repairs the mistake was made not will- 
fully, but in direct violation of the Com- 
missioner’s instructions.

TO BUILD A PELOTA COURT. | 


Another Effort Making to Introduce in 
This City the Popular Spanish 
Ball Game. 


Another effort is to be made to introduce 
the Spanish game of pelota, or jai-alai, in | 
this city. The building or court in which | 
the gume is to be played will be erected | 
on One Hundred and Tenth and One Hup- | 
dredyand Eleventh Streets, between Sev- | 
enth and. Bighth Avenues, at which point 
a plot of twenty lots, running through 
from street to street, has just been ac- 
quired from the varfous owners by A. And- 
ujar, the representative in this’ city of the 
Spanish syndicate which is backing the 
‘enterprise. 

The purchase of the. property was nego- 
tiated by Brokers L. J. Phillips & Co. and 
R. A. Brown, and involved something over 
$450,000. The site has a frontage of 250 
feet on both One Hundred and Tenth and 
Qne Hundred and Eleventh Streets, and 
extends westerly from a point about 200 
feet west of Seventh Avenue. The sellers 
were John E. Parsons, Simon Rothschild, 
and Augustus P. Holly. 

The building to be erected will be about 
70 feet high, and, in addition to the court 
itself, which will have a seating capacity 
ot 7,000, will contain a large restaurant. 
It is said that the property will be trans- 
ferred within the next few days and that 
excavation will be begun on June 4. 

Pelota, or jai-alal, Is a game combining 
many of the features of handball and bas- 
ket ball. It is played by Zvur, six, or eight 
persons with a heavy but lively ball, which 
is driven against-a wall.oy means of a 
heavy shield on the player's right hand, 
The game is of ancient Spanish origin, and 
is played most expertly by the members 
of one family, who, it is sald, receive sal- 
aries as high as $12,000 a year If recent 
years the game has been introduced in 
Havana, where it has become very popu- 
lar, although the Opportunities which it 
affords for gambling have made it the 
subject of some censure. 

The previous effort to establish the sport 
in this city was made about a’ year and a 
half ago, when several Havana capitalists 
bought from Justice P. Henry Dugro and 
others the block front on Central Park 
West, between Sixty-second and Sixty- 
third Streets, a plot of about seventeen 
lots. The plans of this syndicate have 
never been carried ont, and early in the 
present year its property was sold for 
about $650,000 to a group of real estate 
operators doing business as the Unity Real- 
ty Company.

POINT DECIDED IN FAIR SUIT. 


Relatives of Mrs. Fair May Examine

ARRESTED A DELIRIOUS MAN. 


Sufferer from Pneumonia, Who Escaped 
from His Home, Found in - 
a Prison. 


Charles Dale, twenty-eight years old, a 
truckinan of 89) Metropolitan Avenue, 
Williamsburg, while deliriots\from ah at- 
tack of pneumonia, early yesterday morn- 
ing escaped from his home clad only tn 
light clothing and began running through 
the streets.

NEW COUNSEL FOR DR. FLOWER. 


John R. Dos Passos Takes the Piace of 
ex-Justice Fursman. 


When a motion to dismiss five indict- 
ments for grand larceny against Dr. R. C. 
Flower, whose transactions in Western 
mining stocks got him into trouble, was 
called up yesterday before Justice Fitzger- 
ald, in the Criminal Branch of the Supreme 
Court, John H. Dos Passos appeared for 
Flower and asked for an adjournment un- 
til Monday to give him time to familiarize 
himself with che case. Mr. Dos Passos 
said he had been retained over night in the 
place of ex-Supreme Court Justice Furs- 


man, Flower's former counsel, who was ill. 

Flower’s trial has been fixed for Monday, 
when Justice Vernon M. Davis will preside 
in the Criminal Branch.

LEGAL NOTES. 


PARTITION OF REAL EsTaTe.—In an ac- 
tion for partition of certain real. estate 
brought by Julius Levine against Gustavus 
A, Goldsmith, the latter's defense was 
that he and the plaintiff did not hold the 
property as tenants in common, but as 
copartners. He sought to show this by 
testimony on his part that a bank account 
Was opened in the name of Goldsmith & 
Levine; that checks were drawn on this 
account when yarious pieces of property 
were bought, and that the profits and 
rents realized were ejually divided, or re- 
invested in their joint names. It appeared 
that the two parties to the suit were part- 
ners in a collar manufacturing company, 
from which they realized large profits. 


While Mr. Goldsmith claimed that these 
profits were invested in a real estate busi- 
ness, Mr. Levine's idea of the transactions 
was that they were permanent investments 
and that nothing was said about forming 
a partnership. A judgment in favor of the 
plsinsif has been affirmed by the Appel- 
ate Division of this city. Justice Ingraham, 
for the court, said that as far as he could 
see the arrangement was one between two 
individuals to purchase real estate in com- 
mon, and that, under the Revised Statutes, 
as_the two had taken title in their indi- 
vidual names, they held as tenants in com- 
mon. ‘‘ That the parties adopted a joint 
hame in dealing with the property,’ con- 
tinued the Justice, “ that they invested the 
rents or profits realized from the real 
«state investments by rurchasing# securi- 
ties in their joint name cr hy Jointly loan- 
ing the money to others is 1,0t at all incon- 
sistent with the title by which they heid 
this real estate property.”’

From Chureh Street to Broadway there 
would run, under Dey Street, a subter- 
ranean footwalk connecting with she south- 
erly end of the subway station under 
Broadway between Fulton and Dey Streets. 
The tubes beneath the river, like those in 
the trolley tunnel now being™built on the 
line of Morton Street to the feot of Fif- 
teenth Street, Jersey City, would have a 
diameter of 15 feet 3 inches,- with steel 
walis a foot thick. Under the streets on 
this side the tunnel structure would be 
similar to that used in the deep parts of 
the Manhattan-Bronx subway under Wash- 
ington Heights and Central Park, for in- 
stance. 

The corporation that applied for a fran- 
chise is known as the Hudson and 
Manhattan Railroad Company, and is 
organized under the New York laws with 
a capital stock of $8,000,000. The interests 
behind it, according to the statement made 
by William G. McAdoo, its President, are 
practically the same as those in the New 
York and Jersey Railroad Company that 
is building the tunnel a mile and a half 
further up the river, to Morton Street. * 

“The up-town tunnel,” Mr. McAdoo told 
the beard in a short speech, “is for traffic 
to that pers of the city, but we have con- 
cluded that a line is necessary for the far 
down-town section.’’ 

Besides Mr. McAdoo, the other officers 
are: Walter G. Oakman, Vice President; 
Henry A. Murray, Treasurer, and Charles 
W. King, Secretary. The Directors are 
Mevsrs. McAdoo, gOakman, Frederic B. 
Jennings, John Selfon# Williams, Anthony 
N. eT H. B. Hollins, John G. McCul- 
lough, Vlbert H. Gary, and E, C. Converse. 
Messrs. Jenrings and King are members 
of the law firm of Stetson, Jennings & 
Russell, personal attorneys for J. Pierpont 
Morgan. A majority of the Directors,it is 
known, have interests in what are known 
as the Morgan railroads, notably the Erie. 

When Controller Grout asked Mr. McAdoo 
at the board’s meeting with what roads it 
was intended to make connections in New 
Jersey, the reply was: 

“With those converging. in Exchange 
Place, Jersey City.” 

“Which are they, asked 
the Controller. 

“The trolley lines of the North Jersey 
Traction Com ny and the Pennsylvania 
Railroad,”’ gaid Mr. McAdoo. 

Mr. cAdoo explained that it was not 
necessury to get munictpal permi for 
such undertakings in New Jersey. He inti- 
mated that the “intention’’ to have the 
terminal in ne Place might be sub- 
ject to a change of mind. The Controller 
said he did not favor approving the ap- 
plication before it was certain that there 
was no competition... Mr. Jennings ex- 
plained that there could not be any com- 
petition, as the company had secured the 
real estats for its terminals on this side. 

This real estate, Mr. McAdoo said, had 
cost about $800,000, and he estimated the 
cost of the tunnel at from eee ee 
$7,900,000, The money for the real estate 
sround Church, Fulton, Dey, and Cort- 
landt Streets and Broadway, he admitted, 
had not been actually paid in. 

“We did not think that necessary,” he 
said, *‘as we are backed by men of known 
standing and are practically the same com- 
pany that is bullding the tunnel furéher 
up town.” 

©n a motion of Mayor Tow, the applica- 
tion was referred tv a committee consist- 
ing of Commissioners Orr, Smith, and 
Grout. The Chief Kngineer, Mr. Parsons. 
wii! examine the engineering features of 
the plan simultaneously. The company, in | 
its formal letter to the commission, gave 
no details as to what its route after reach- 
ing the Jersey shcre would be, nor would 
Mr. McAdoo give any mformation on that 
point when asked for it later. The map he 
furnished showed the two ends of the loop 
tunnel terminating abruptly at the New 
Jersey pier line. 

Asked about the progress on the Morton 
Street tunnel, he told the board that the 
northerly tube was built a distance of 4,400 
feet, of which 3,900 had been done be-, 
fore the New York &und Jersey Railroad 
Company secured the old Hudson Tunnel 
Company's rights.. Work on the. southerly 
tube is progressing well, and he anticipated 
a’ the road in operation by the end of 
004. 

“At present our plans for this first tun- 
nel call for the terminal at Fourteenth and 
Henderson Streets, Jersey City,”- he said. | 
“That point is close to Hoboken, and as a 
result of negotiations now‘ pending with 
the steamship companies we may alter the 
plans so as to take the tracks into Hoboken 
proper.”’ : 

The new tunnel, like the first one, will be 
for trolley cars only, according to the an- 
nouncement. After the meeting Controller 
Grout was asked if he knew how it was | 
that interests apparently not alHed with the 
Pennsylvania allroad should announce 
their intention of building a tunnel with a 
terminal at the station of that railroad. 

“TIT can't understand it,’’ he said. “ The 
whep matter will come before the commit- 
ee, 

Mr. Belmont's letter proposing the new 
plan for putting the Westchester Avenue 
extension of the subway road into use in 
connection with the Manhattan Elevated 
system proposed, in effect, this plan: 

To hurry up the work on the elevated ex- 
tension to Bronx Park from ook Avenue, 
and .to complete it within four or five 
months; and then, provided the commission 
would give its consent, to build a loop in 
Brook Avenue from Westchester to Third 
Avenue, connecting the Bronx Park ex- 
tension with the elevated road. ' 
‘This proposal, which was submitted to a 
committee, if it is agreed to by the board, 
will cause a portion of the new rapid transit 
road to be in use by next Fall, giving to 
those who live in the easterly section of the 
Bronx fast transit to South Ferry by way 
of the Second and Third Avenue elevated 
lines. As an ultimate advantage of the 
connection Mr. Belmont said that these 
residents would get quicker transit down 
town by way of the elevated from Brook 
Avenue than if forced to take the subway 
line all the way down. 

Controller Grout remarked that he disap- 
proved taking up the solution of the con- 
nection problem piecemeal. 

The demand by Mr, Belmont for pay from 
the city for easements bought by him to 
the extent of $1,208,628.39 came up again. 
The Controller was absent when the bill 
was presented before, but Deputy Con- 
troller Stevenson told the board that Mr. 
Belmont was charging the city more for 
the easements than the figures shown in 
the’ recorded deeds. Mr. Grout consented 
to have the matter referred to himself and 
Mr. Orr as a committee. 

When the matter of Park. Commissioner 
Willcox’s protests over the disordered con- 
ditions of streets and parks along the sub- 
way ifne was considered Mr. Parsons re- 

rted that the strike had interfered with
